It 
consists of a coordinating staff in Washington, D.C. and 16 Clearinghouses located at universities or with 
professional organizations across the country. These Clearinghouses, each responsible for a particular 
educational subject area, are an integral part of the ERIC system. The Clearinghouses are listed on the 
inside back cover. 


Organization of Journal: 
Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are available from the ERIC 
Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or 
microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility.

and therefore is lacking the cover and other regular 
introductory and advertising matter contained in the 
printed journal. The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979.

A study used data from the 1998 Current Popula- 
tion Survey to document job growth in the public 
and private sectors and examine the quality of jobs 
in terms of wages and benefits. Findings indicated 
public sector employment declined for both women 
and men during the period from 1979-98 with a 
somewhat sharper decline among men. In 1998, 
median earnings in the public sector were higher 
than in the private sector for most categories of 
workers. Privatization was likely to erode the wages 
and benefits of women workers, especially for Afri-

can American and Hispanic women and those with 
less formal education. Unionization emerged as a 
central factor in understanding why the public sec- 
tor pays better than the private sector. While there 
was clearly a gender bias in both sectors, women's 
wages were closer to men's wages in the public sec- 
tor than in the private sector. The public sector did 
not, in general, offer exceptional opportunities for 
women to hold managerial and professional posi- 
tions. The bottom line was that privatization, and 
the de-unionization that frequently accompanies it, 
were likely to prove detrimental to the economic 
welfare of women workers. (Two figures and two 
tables are appended.)

The Parents’ Fair Share (PFS) Demonstration, a 

multi-site national project, tested a new approach to 
child support enforcement for low-income noncus- 
todial parents (NCPs). Findings were drawn on sur- 
vey responses of 2,005 custodial parents, mothers 
of children for whom NCPs owed child support. 
The sample was randomly assigned to a program 
group, subject to mandatory participation in PFS, or 
a control group not eligible for PFS services. Key 
findings indicated low-income NCPs targeted by 
the PFS program had widely varying levels of 
involvement with their children; NCPs in the PFS 
program group were more likely to provide formal 
child support; and PFS did not change the likeli- 
hood that NCPs would provide informal support, 
but led to a small reduction in the average value of 
informal support given. Analysis of PFS impacts by 
subgroups suggested future programs can reduce 
the likelihood that NCPs will cut back on their 
informal contributions by taking these two steps: 
(1) increasing earnings capacity of the most disad- 
vantaged NCPs; and (2) developing innovative 
ways to encourage fathers to maintain informal sup- 
port. PFS did not increase the amount of contact 
fathers had with their children, but increased 
fathers’ efforts to engage in active parenting, 
increased frequency of discussions about the child 
among parents with the youngest children, and 
increased the likelihood of visits for NCPs with no 
high school credential. (Appendixes contain addi- 
tional tables and 33 references.)

A study researched effects of the Parents’ Fair 

Share (PFS) program on employment and earnings. 

In exchange for cooperation with the child support 

system, PFS offered services designed to help low- 

income noncustodial fathers (NCFs) find better and 
more stable jobs, become more involved and better 
parents, and pay support on a consistent basis. PFS 
effects were estimated for the full sample of fathers 
using data from the unemployment insurance (UI) 
system and for a subsample of fathers using data 
from a survey administered one year after entering 

PFS. Survey data described characteristics and cir- 

cumstances of low-income fathers eligible for PFS. 

Results indicated that many fathers had unstable 

living arrangements; half did not complete high 

school; the majority had been arrested; a sizable 
proportion did not work in the year during which 
they were observed; and those who worked had 
fairly low earnings. UI and survey data presented 

PFS effects on fathers' employment and earnings. 

Findings were that PFS did not significantly 

increase employment or earnings during the two 

years after NCFs entered the project; it increased 
earnings among men who were “less employable”; 
and for more-employable men, PFS had little effect 
on average earnings and somewhat reduced 
employment among those in part-time, lower-wage 
jobs. (Appendixes contain survey response analy- 
sis, participation rate by sites, and 14 references.)

In addition, current 

theories of adult learning often lack understanding 

of culture and the role that race, economics, and 

gender play in the learning transaction. For exam- 
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ple, some critics argue that three of the main theo- 
ries of adult education—andragogy, self-directed 
learning, and perspective transformation—focus 
heavily on the individual and do not recognize the 
value of groups, as an Africentric perspective 
would. An Africentric perspective should be con- 
sidered in developing models for learning and 
development. Africentric books present sensitive 
issues and point out those hidden barriers that only 
other African Americans who have experienced 
them first hand would know. The emphasis on self- 
actualization or student-centered learning has been 
the mainstay of the African American community; 
from the days of slavery, African Americans have 
had to develop coping skills just to stay alive. Self- 
help and adult education are models exemplified by 
such men as Booker T. Washington and W.E.B. 
Dubois. Given the need for self-help education in 
the lives of African Americans, adult educators can 
conduct research to discover the applicability of the 
mainstream models of self-help for African Ameri- 
cans and learn to use new Africentric models. (Con- 
tains 15 references.)

A literature review explored the differences 
between the high school diploma and GED (General 
Educational Development) credentials and the 
value of receiving one in comparison to the other. 
The study found that GED recipients and high 
school seniors who take the five tests constituting 
the GED score similarly, but that test achievement 
does not signify educational equivalency. Skill dis- 
parities occur because high school graduates spend 
about four times as much time in classes as GED 
students, and GED students often have problems 
related to attitudes, values, and behaviors that led to 
their dropping out of school. The study also found 
that individuals earning a GED instead of a high 
school diploma earn substantially lower earnings 
long term. The study determined that the greatest 
benefit of obtaining a GED is the potential it offers 
for continuing education and training. Most GED 
recipients achieve grades that are almost compara- 
ble to those of high school graduates, especially in 
2-year and technical programs. However, fewer 
GED holders than high school graduates who go on 
to 4-year colleges receive their diplomas. In gen- 
eral, it is less likely that GED recipients will be 
more successful than high school graduates, but 
they do achieve more than dropouts. Not withstand- 
ing the lack of economic advancement, GED recipi- 
ents tend to experience other successful outcomes 
compared to high school dropouts: higher self- 
esteem, greater satisfaction with their lives, more 
likelihood to encourage their children to finish 
school, and getting a better job. (KC) 
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In many of the stories foretelling the future of 
work, technology is assumed to be the irresistible 
driver of change. Both ends of the spectrum are 
foreseen: either technology will create new jobs and 
transform existing work to higher skill levels, or 
technology, especially information technology, will 
destroy jobs or degrade them into less skilled, more 
routine work. Digital technology changes the mix 
of jobs (eliminating and creating), alters skill 
demands (increasing and decreasing), and widens 
the polarization between low- and high-skill jobs. 
The effects vary by industry, sector, or occupation. 
Technological change and the globalization made 
possible largely by digital technology are the pri- 
mary forces behind the restructuring and redistribu- 
tion of work. Changes in production processes, 
organizational structures, and management prac- 
tices lead to these two assertions: (1) the permanent, 
secure job is dead and everyone will be a free-agent, 
self-employed worker in the “e-lance” economy; 
and (2) this type of flexibility is a win-win situation. 
Work as now defined excludes human activity 
involving anything other than market values. Shift- 
ing the focus to the citizen, not the economic indi- 
vidual, has been advocated. (Contains 18 
references.) (YLB) 
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The learning organization (LO) can be described 
as an organizational culture in which individual 
development is a priority, outmoded and erroneous 
ways of thinking are actively identified and cor- 
rected, and all members clearly understand and sup- 
port the purpose and vision of the organization. The 
LO has proved difficult to define. These five differ- 
ent types of definitions have been found: philosoph- 
ical, mechanistic, educational, adaptive, and 
organic. At the conceptual level there is disagree- 
ment about the premises on which the LO is based. 
At the most fundamental level are two very differ- 
ent conceptions of organizational learning—learn- 
ing in organizations and learning by organizations. 
Another reservation about the concept of the LO 
concerns whether it can be measured. A common 
misconception in implementation is that the LO is 
an attainable finished product, an idea doomed to 
failure because the LO is a developing ability to 
conduct a continual process—learning—over the 
long term. The shadow side to the LO is its use as a 
way to get more out of the work force or downsize. 
Other concerns in implementation are the conflict 
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between learning and earning; who is learning; how 
to provide a menu of learning approaches; how to 
allow for mistakes; and the possibility that the con- 
clusion of the learning is that the organization 
should be dismantled. (22 references) (YLB)

Of the 108 million women age 16 or over who 

were part of the 1999 civilian noninstitutional U.S. 

population, 65 million (about 60%) were either 

employed or actively looking for work. In 1999, 

black, white, and Hispanic women participated in 

the labor force at rates of 63.5%, 59.6%, and 55.9%, 

respectively. According to projections, women will 

constitute 48% of the labor force in 2008. Rates of 
women's labor force participation by educational 
levels in 1999 were as follows: less than a high 
school diploma, 31.9%; high school diploma, 

55.9%; some college, 66.1%; and college graduate, 

74.8%. In 1999, 75% of the United States' 62 mil- 

lion employed women were employed full-time. 

The largest share of employed women worked in 

technical, sales, and administrative support occupa- 

tions. In February 2000, women accounted for 

14.4% of military personnel. In 1999, 3.4 million 

were self-employed, 3.7 million held multiple jobs, 

and 2.9 million were contingent workers. On aver- 
age, women earned 77% of what men earned. 

Women maintained 22% of the 34.8 million U.S. 

families with children under 18. (Concluding the

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To benefit from new millennium opportunities, 

women should take advantage of the burgeoning 

information technology revolution and growth in 
other mathematics- and science-based occupations. 

Among occupations, professional jobs will increase 


the fastest and add the most employment. Among 
industries, the computer and data processing ser- 
vices industries lead in rate of employment growth. 
Immigration continues to play a major role in labor 
force growth, with the Hispanic labor force growing 
four times as fast as the rest of the labor force. Equal 
employment opportunity legislation in the 20th cen- 
tury has been particularly helpful to women. In the 
20th century, women's labor force participation by 
age has changed from the “M” curve—with women 
entering the workforce, leaving to care for families, 
then returning to work—to the inverted “bowl” 
shape of men's participation by age. Although 
women's employment in high tech occupations has 
increased, there is still tremendous potential for 
women. One of the most significant changes that 
occurred between 1900-1999 is the rise of women 
managers. The gap between women's and men's 
earnings has been narrowing since 1973. Although 
their earnings increased sharply during the 1980s, 
during the 1990s the growth slowed and a gap per- 
sists. Women should be encouraged to press for fair 
or equal wages and workplaces that allow workers 
to meet work and family obligations. (YLB) 
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Between 1998-2008, women's participation in 

the labor force is expected to increase by 15 percent 
and men's, by 10 percent. Two views of growth 
occupations are those with the largest job growth 
and those with the fastest growth. Employment in 
professional specialty occupations will increase the 
fastest and add the most jobs. Much of this growth 
is expected to be found among teachers; computer, 
mathematical, and operations research occupations; 
and health assessment treating occupations. Occu- 
pations with the largest projected job growth are 
concentrated in these four industry sectors—retail 
trade, business services, health services, and public 
and private education. Occupations requiring at 
least a bachelor's degree are concentrated in the 
professional specialty group. Fast-growing, high- 
paying jobs are computer engineers, systems ana- 
lysts, and physician assistants. Large growth occu- 
pations are systems analysts, computer engineers, 
and teachers. High-paying growth occupations 
requiring postsecondary education are computer 
support specialists, paralegals, and therapists. 
Growth occupations that do not require postsecond- 
ary education include home health aides, retail 
salespersons, cashiers, and truck drivers. Nontradi- 
tional occupations for women tend to offer higher 
wages. Fast-growing, high-paying fields with 
women already in the majority are secondary school 
and special education teachers, registered nurses, 
and therapists. (YLB) 
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This publication presents six primary tools 
employers can use to narrow or eliminate pay gaps 
in their workplaces. After each tool is a discussion 
of the problem and examples of “best practices” by 
employers that have won the Department of Labor's 
Opportunity 2000 and EVE (Exemplary Voluntary

“Tool #1: Evaluate Your Compensation System— 
Are there wage gaps between women and men at 
your company that cannot be explained by legiti- 
mate nondiscriminatory factors?”

“Tool #4: Implement Mentoring Programs—Do 
you have a formal mentoring program?” An exam- 
ple of best practice is Lilly, “Tool #5: Have a Sys- 
tem To Ensure Accountability—What tools do you 
have in place to monitor progress and hold people 
accountable for equal opportunity and equal pay in 
your workplace?” Do senior executives support 
their use? An example of best practice is Lilly; Tool 
#6 suggests four Web sites that offer information 
and technical assistance. (YLB) 
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This guide is designed to provide women job 
seekers with tools to help them obtain the job and 
salary they want and deserve. It begins with infor- 
mation about the labor market in general. These 
sources of information about jobs are described: 
networking; private employers; one-stop career 
centers; America’s Job Bank; federal, state, and 
local government; local public libraries; newspaper 
advertisements; local telephone book; private 
employment and temporary agencies; community 
colleges and trade schools; proprietary schools; 
community organizations; faith organizations; vet- 
erans' placement centers; union and apprenticeship 
programs; government-sponsored training pro- 
grams; executive search firms; and journals and 
newsletters. Information is provided on rights 
against discrimination in training, referral, or hir- 
ing. A list of tips for an effective resume is followed 
by tips to prepare for an interview, to interview, and 
to close the interview. A discussion focuses on how 
to negotiate for the pay package the job seeker 
wants. Information is provided on the wage gap 
between women and men, job segregation, change 
in the wage gap, and prohibitions against wage dis- 
crimination. Suggestions are made for steps to fol- 
low if a woman believes that she is being 
discriminated against or paid unfair wages. Appen- 
dixes include listings of 8 endnotes, 7 sources, and 
11 resources. (YLB) 
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Because of changes in welfare eligibility, the 

education system, and employment and training 
opportunities, it has become more likely that young 
people who have had difficulty with the mainstream 
schooling system and who face a lack of employ- 
ment options will end up in adult education. Educa- 
tors in the adult education classroom have an 
opportunity to make this a valuable experience for 
these young people. Factors for educators in these 
settings to consider are the following: the stages of 
adolescent development; risk and resilience factors; 
and how to apply an understanding of risk and resil- 
ience to an educational setting. Educational prac- 
tices that may prove positive include the following: 
(1) see any interaction as an opportunity; (2) take a 
caring, friendly, open and unhurried approach; (3) 
listen to the young person and provide positive 
feedback; (4) acknowledge and compliment them 
for turning up, discussing sensitive issues, and mak- 
ing an effort; (5) positively reframe; (6) model 
respect for the young person's life experience and 
insight; and (7) lend firm, fair, and consistent con- 
trol.

The Salvation Army Brunswick (Australia) Job 
Placement and Training (JPET) project was first 
established as a recreational project for connecting 
workers with young people, but it grew to address 
the educational needs of at-risk youth. Staff work- 
ing in the program follow a non-conflict, adult edu- 
cation model, emphasizing the development of a 
cooperative, supportive environment where stu- 
dents establish their own learning goals and are 
expected to take responsibility and make decisions 
regarding their learning, attendance, participation, 
and progress in the program. The curriculum allows 
the flexibility to incorporate interest-based topics 
and varied content. Competency-based assessment 
allows students to have existing skills recognized 
and to be assessed on their own timetable. Students 
are granted much-coveted certificates upon comple- 
tion of the program. Successful programs have 
incorporated cooking, arts, crafts, and music and 
running a youth company selling herb garden kits.

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This book examines an approach to teaching 
adults, in which teaching and learning are inte- 
grated and where the learning task is the overall 
design, incorporating the lecture or input along with 
practice. In 12 chapters, the book challenges the 
reader to describe the difference between teaching 
tasks and learning tasks and to examine both the 
theory and the practice of this approach to build 
useful skills. Chapter 1 examines the assumptions 
and theories behind the use of learning tasks and 
proposes a definition of a learning task. Chapter 2 
makes a distinction between teaching tasks and 
learning tasks, and Chapter 3 shows how a curricu- 
lum or a single course can be designed using the 
seven steps of planning to result in a set of learning 
tasks. Chapter 4 looks at these four types of learn- 
ing tasks: inductive work, input, implementation, 
and integration. Chapter 5 examines the verbs that 
work best in learning tasks. Chapter 6 contains a 
checklist of principles and examines three levels of 
questions for program design. Chapter 7 addresses 
the skills needed to lead learning tasks and to reach 
diverse learners. Chapter 8 reflects on the issue of 
time and the learning task, and Chapter 9 demon- 
strates how this approach to learning can work with 
diverse topics. Chapter 10 shows how learning tasks 
can be used with all cultures. Chapter 11 describes 
using learning tasks on the Internet and for distance 
learning. Chapter 12 is a synthesis chapter, offering 
a set of reasons and principles for the use of learn- 
ing tasks. Three appendixes provide examples of a 
program using learning tasks, selections from a dis- 


tance-learning course using this approach, and a set 
of technical guides to designing and using learning 
tasks.

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Lifelong learning and lifewide learning describes 

the concept of learning in which individuals learn 

throughout the life-span from formal, non-formal, 
and informal sources. It is an issue for educational 
policy, labor market policy, and the workplace, as 
well as for civil society. Key issues in lifelong 
learning include the following: (1) lifelong learning 
“dissolves” the boundaries between policy sectors 
and increases communication between various 
walks of life; (2) lifelong learning challenges old 
ways of communicating and looks toward finding 
forms and infrastructure for cooperation and coor- 
dination; (3) lifelong and lifewide learning implies 

a shift in responsibility for education and learning 

from the public to the private and civil spheres; (4) 

lifelong learning also involves a shift from the state 

to the individual, with the individual being the cen- 


ter of the process; (5) government and society must 
create good conditions for lifelong and lifewide 
learning, especially by promoting educational 
equity; (6) lifelong and lifewide learning requires 
information and guidance and follow-up and evalu- 
ation. (Contains 26 references.) (KC) 
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Contextual learning is rooted in a constructivist 
approach to teaching and learning. According to 
constructivist theory, individuals learn by con- 
structing meaning through interacting with and 
interpreting their environments. Current perspec- 
tives on what it means for learning to be contextual- 
ized include the following: situated cognition, 
social cognition, and distributed cognition. Contex- 
tual learning has the following characteristics: 
emphasizes problem solving; recognizes that teach- 
ing and learning need to occur in multiple contexts; 
assists students in learning how to monitor their 
learning and thereby become self-regulated learn- 
ers; anchors teaching in the diverse life context of 
students; encourages students to learn from each 
other; and employs authentic assessment. Because 
constructivist learning theory maintains that learn- 
ing is a process of constructing meaning from expe- 
rience, it is congruent with much of adult learning, 
including self-direction, transformative learning, 
and situated cognition. Contextual approaches have 
been particularly popular in adult literacy, welfare- 
to-work, workplace education, and family literacy 
programs, where learner contexts are used to inte- 
grate academic content with learners’ life experi- 
ences. When using contextual learning in their 
classrooms, adult educators should consider the fol- 
lowing recommendations for practice: (1) select an 
approach reflecting the complex contexts of learn- 
ers' lives; (2) examine materials for bias; (3) avoid 
imposing the perspectives of others; and (4) use the 
group as aresource. (MN)

For many years, Robert Boyd has focused on the 
deeper emotional and spiritual dimensions of learn- 
ing that many have suggested are underdeveloped in 
dominant conceptions of transformative learning. 
Boyd's work is grounded in the field of depth psy- 
chology, which is based on a fundamental belief in 
the powerful role that the dynamic unconscious 
plays in shaping people's thoughts, feelings, and 
actions on a day-to-day basis. Boyd's view of trans- 
formative learning is grounded in Carl Jung's con- 
cept of individuation, which is a process by which 
individual beings are formed and differentiated. 
The forces and dynamics associated with individua- 
tion are largely unconscious and manifest them- 
selves, independently from the conscious ego, 
within the emotional, affective, and spiritual dimen- 
sions of our lives. Images play a central role in 
Boyd's notion of transformative education. 
Research and theory in depth psychology provides 
some ideas about how to work with the images that 
might arise within educational contexts. This pro- 
cess, referred to as the “imaginal method,” involves 
describing, associating, amplifying, and animating 
the images in order to foster learners’ insights into 
their own perceptions and motivations. Boyd's view 
of transformative learning invites us to embrace a 
more mytho-poetic understanding of education, to 
deepen our sense of its emotional and spiritual 
strength.

Additionally, the 
United States will need to replace 306,000 workers 
who are leaving these occupations as a result of 
retirement, change of profession, or other reasons. 
Therefore, the country will require more than 2 mil- 
lion new IT workers in these occupations during 
this 10-year period. Of these jobs, more than three- 
fourths will require at least a bachelor's degree. The 
five fastest growing occupations for the period are 
database administrators, systems analysts, com- 
puter support specialists, computer engineers, and 
all other computer scientists. The service sector is 
expected to absorb most of the increases in these 
core IT occupations, growing between 55 percent 
and 155 percent, depending on occupation. Califor- 
nia, Texas, and New York lead the nation in the 
number of core IT workers, while Colorado, Vir- 
ginia, and Massachusetts have the highest propor- 
tion of IT workers.

and (7) housing authorities approach the issue of 
helping residents attain self-sufficiency differently.

Ethical inquiries processed by the Ethics Com- 
mittee of the American School Counselor Associa- 
tion (ASCA) were reviewed for the years 1997- 
1999. During the first years, 38 inquiries were 
reported. In the following year, the Ethical Stan- 
dards for School Counselors was published and that 
helped drop the number of inquiries. The topical 
areas of inquiry included dual relationships; prepar- 
ing for court appearances and hearings; duty to 
warn; parental consent for counseling; and testing 
issues. ASCA state presidents and participants at an 
Ethics Committee presentation at the American 
Counseling Association conference were surveyed 
in an effort to elaborate on issues of the school 
counseling consent form. The main areas of inquiry 
obtained from these surveys concerned the written 
permission to counsel minors and issues about con- 
fidentiality. When the questions were presented to 
the Ethics Committee of ASCA, they stated issues 
of teen pregnancy, sexual involvement, and confi- 
dentiality with minors were all major concerns. 
Counselors have a role in educating principals and 
administrators about the their roles in relation to 
ethical standards and practices. Counselors should 
also have prepared responses supporting their posi- 
tions when trying to influence development of poli- 
cies in their school districts.

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In 1996, after years of decline, alcohol-related 

crashes involving youth between 15 and 20 years 

old increased by nearly 5%. The estimated medical, 

monetary, and lost quality-of-life costs associated

address the problem of underage drinking and asso- 
ciated preventable problems, such as impaired driv- 
ing and injuries.

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In this study 445 incoming freshman completed a 
questionnaire prior to arrival on campus about their 
outcome expectations with respect to successful 
college achievement and academic performance 
goals. During their second semester, 274 of these 
students responded to a questionnaire where Social- 
Cognitive Career Theory Constructs were again 
tested. In the fall semester of the second year, first- 
and second-semester GPAs were obtained for 255 
of the enrolled students. An examination was con- 
ducted of the fit of Social Cognitive Career Theory's 
model of career and academic performance as 
applied to grade point averages (GPAs). Measures 
were also looked at to assess the ability of the 
social-cognitive variables to predict college persis- 
tence. Structural equation modeling suggested that 
the full performance model was not needed to pre- 
dict GPAs. In the prediction of persistence, all mea- 
sures of ability and academic performance and the 
social-cognitive variables assessed during students’ 
second semester were significant predictors. 
Despite some limitations (low response rate; non- 
random missing data; a predominance of Caucasian 
and female respondents), this study presents several 
implications for intervention. Because the social- 
cognitive model may not explain all reasons a stu- 
dent leaves college, an integration of models may be 
most useful.

lationship, Self Evaluation (Individuals) 
Identifiers—* Oppositional Behavior 

Research suggests that mothers interacting with 
disruptive children tend to experience greater nega- 
tive affect (NA) and less parental confidence. 
Because children with externalizing disorders can 
be quite oppositional and rejecting, involvement in 
the parental role can lead to a sense of learned help- 
lessness that can exacerbate anxious feelings. This 
study looked at whether high-social anxiety (SA) 
mothers were more likely to experience greater dis- 
tress and negative self-appraisals of parenting per- 
formance than low-SA mothers, during an 
experimental interaction with an uncontrollable, 
deviant child. The experimental task had each par- 
ent interact with child confederates such that in one 
session a child behaved in a cooperative fashion and 
in a second session, a different child exhibited 
behaviors characteristic of externalizing disorders. 
Measures of distress and affect including self-rat- 
ings, observer mood ratings, heart rate, and blood 
pressure were obtained. Results indicated that high- 
SA parents experienced greater NA, regardless of 
child behavior, compared to low-SA parents. It 
appears that high-SA parents have a lower threshold 
for activated negative emotions such as anxiety, 
anger, and irritability and less positive interper- 
sonal engagement. (Contains 3 tables and 27 refer- 
ences.)

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Many gifted and talented children are often mis- 
diagnosed by psychologists and other health profes- 
sionals as having Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD), Oppositional Disorder (OD), 
Obsessive Compulsive Disorder (OCD), or another 
of the mood disorders. The misdiagnosis can stem 
from mistaken assumptions being made about the 
social and emotional characteristics of gifted chil- 
dren. Gifted children are at psychological risk due 
to other internal characteristics and situational fac- 
tors. These factors can lead to interpersonal and 
psychological difficulty that turn into a misdiagno- 
sis and inadequate treatment. The most universal 
internal factor is the intense nature of most gifted 
children. This intensity can generate anxiety and 
depression, and create challenges for those who 
care for them. Situational problems that gifted chil- 
dren find themselves in at school can lead to bore- 
dom, especially where there is a lack of appropriate 
differentiated education. It is essential for profes- 
sionals to gain an understanding of gifted, talented 
children so that they no longer conclude that certain 
inherent characteristics of giftedness represent 
pathology. (Contains 10 references.) (JDM) 
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School psychologists rely heavily upon teachers’ 
evaluation of children's classroom behavior as part 
of their assessment and intervention processes. 
However, some evidence suggests that teachers’ rat- 
ings may fluctuate during the academic year, with 
higher levels being reported later in the year. This 
study assessed the comparability of different teach- 
ers’ ratings of children's externalizing behavior 
from fall and spring intervention cohorts. Teachers 
of children from divorced families (N=240, ages 9 
to 12) completed pretest, posttest, and six-month 
follow-up ratings. Two separate ANOVAs revealed 
that changes in mean levels were not significantly 
different between the fall and spring cohorts for 
either the pretest/posttest or pretest/follow-up com- 
parison. Ratings obtained from children's current 
teachers within the first month of school were com- 
pared to those completed by the children's teachers 
from the previous school year. Pretest levels of 
externalizing behavior were higher when reported 
retrospectively by the previous teachers. However, 
neither the previous teachers’ nor the current teach- 
ers’ fall ratings were significantly different from the 
spring teachers’ pretest ratings. Thus, school psy- 
chologists may elect to obtain ratings from either 
the previous or current teacher early in the fall of a 
new academic year in the assessment of children's 
behavior.

Student misbehavior is a problem affecting 
schools across the nation. Many school districts are 
searching for programs to remediate and reform 
problematic behavior in students. In order to 
develop successful programs, it is important first to 
understand what constitutes student misbehavior 
and second to determine reasons for students’ 
behavior. The subjects for this study are partici- 
pants in the National Longitudinal Study of 1988. 
Factors explaining students’ behavior were looked 
at in 1988, 1990, and 1992, thus following them 
from 8th grade through their senior year. The data 
from this study confirms the existence of a common 
misbehavior construct comprised of both misbehav- 
ior and substance abuse items. Findings also sup- 
port the ecological theory of behavior, where 
discipline problems are a result of a complex inter- 
action of influences and thus should be treated 
within the system, rather than individually. The 
influence of an adolescent's peer group was found to 
explain student behavior throughout the high school 
years better than any other variable. Having aca- 
demically-oriented friends seemed to encourage 
students to behave well and to help them resist 
drugs and alcohol. Negative peer influence seemed 
to greatly increase a student's risk for behavior 
problems and substance abuse. (Contains 12 tables 
and 24 references.)

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A longitudinal study was undertaken to deter- 
mine whether interpersonal competence of teachers 
and students was related to coping strategies of stu- 
dents during an oral examination. The main 
research question was to find out whether expected 
supportive dyadic coping, the wish to delegate cop- 
ing and interpersonal trust, assessed 8 weeks before 
an oral exam, could serve as a possible predictor of 
coping strategies during the exam. Students (N=67) 
from a department of education and ranging in age 
from 21 to 38 completed the survey. Significant 
positive correlation existed between interpersonal 
trust and coping strategies. Expectations that the 
examiner can be trusted was positively associated 
with coping strategies showing consideration and 
negatively correlated with antisocial-aggressive 
coping. The results support the hypothesis that 
examinees’ trust in their examiner is positively cor- 
related with seeking social support during the oral 
exam. Interpersonal trust as a protective factor in an 
exam situation may lead to cooperation and proso- 
cial coping strategies, but if risk of becoming vul- 
nerable is too high, defensive or even aggressive 
coping behaviors emerge. The mobilization of sup- 
portive dyadic coping was a powerful predictor of 
seeking social support. Those who asked the exam- 
iner openly for support did rely on this coping strat- 
egy inreal life situations. (JDM) 
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In an attempt to create interdisciplinary study at 
one college, a gender and communications class 
was created by professors from psychology and 
communications. Although the class was made-up 
of students who were white, middle-class, and het- 
erosexual, the class attempted to discuss issues 
about race, class, ability, and sexual preference dif- 
ferences through the use of class readings and films. 
It consisted of lectures, discussions, workshops, 
and student presentations. Guest speakers added 
additional information and perspectives. Students 
were able to evaluate the course and instructors on 
two forms: the college's standard form and an open- 
ended questionnaire designed for the course. The 
pooled results of these evaluations are presented in 
table form. Several suggestions emerged for the 
course in the future. Increasing the number of credit 
hours offered for this type of course would allow 
more time to cover each subject. An inclusion of a 
gay and lesbian perspective would help reduce the 
heterosexual bias. Strategies are also needed to help 
avoid digressions and tangents by students. (JDM)

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Findings from the National Household Survey on 
Drug Abuse (NHSDA) show a substantial decrease 
in alcohol use by youth during the past decade. Yet 
despite these trends, an estimated | in 5 teenagers 
were current alcohol drinkers and | in 13 were 
binge alcohol drinkers. This report provides data 
showing the relationship between emotional state, 
health, and behaviors of adolescents who use alco- 
hol. Data from the 1994, 1995, and 1996 NHSDA 
surveys were used for this study, comprised of 
17,821 respondents between the ages of 12 and 17. 
The data showed that there is a strong positive rela- 
tionship between many reported problem behaviors 
and alcohol use among youths. Some of the rela- 
tionships may have been due to confounding factors 
such as age; gender; race/ethnicity; family struc- 
ture; income; mobility; and marijuana use in the 
past month. Even after controlling for these vari- 
ables, there was a relationship between past month 
alcohol use and emotional and behavioral problems. 
It is not possible to determine whether the observed 
associations between alcohol use and behaviors can 
be explained by some other related behavioral or 
environmental factor. Other longitudinal studies are 
needed to determine if symptoms and behaviors 
preceded the alcohol use.

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Identifiers—Emergency Medical Services 
This report was prepared in response to requests 
from the media, law enforcement, and community 
leaders for information about club drugs. By being 
able to utilize statistics from hospital emergency 
departments and by compiling statistics on drug- 
related deaths, the Drug Abuse Warning Network 
(DAWN) is able to alert parents, educators, and oth- 
ers involved in the education of young adults about 
the danger of these drugs. An increased interest in 
club drugs follows recent publications of the use 
and effects of these drugs. Six drugs known as club 
drugs are highlighted in this report. They are: (1) d- 
lysergic acid diethylamide (LSD); (2) Gamma- 
hydroxy butyrate (GHB); (3) Ketamine; (4) meth- 
amphetamine; (5) methylenedioxymethamphet- 
amine (Ecstasy); and (6) Rohypnol. According to 
DAWN, most emergency department episodes 
involving club drugs also involve other drugs. Club 
drugs are predominately used by adults under 25 
years of age and whites make up 61% of all emer- 
gency department episodes. The report contains 
background information about the drugs, followed 
by trends in drug use for the years 1994-1998. 
Tables are used to describe trends in club drugs in 
multi-drug emergency department visits, and drug 
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related deaths. Demographic characteristics of 
emergency department cases are described along 
with at look at the metropolitan areas where they 
occurred.

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Supervision of psychologists-in-training contin- 
ues to be a valued component of teaching skills and 
professional development. Mentoring within train- 
ing venues and professional peer consultative ven- 
ues is gaining recognition as an essential element of 
professional development. This paper illuminates 
some of the fundamental values and elements of 
mentoring and supervision and offers suggestions 
for movement toward an integrated perception of 
the two functions in training and professional 
development. The merging of these roles partially 
results from shared expectations of students for 
role-modeling, encouragement and support, and 
relational growth through both mentoring and 
supervision. Some of the suggestions given for 
those who supervise and those who mentor include: 
(1) discuss expectations of the relationship from the 
perspective of the supervisor and supervisee; (2) be 
alert to boundary issues that can be blurred by 
mixed roles; (3) male supervisors and mentors 
should be aware of the socialized power dynamics 
that can play out differently with male and female 
supervisees; and (4) women supervisors and men- 
tors should be aware of cross-gender dynamics in 
mentoring men.

This paper presents personal thoughts about 
addressing a seventh-grade civics class on the gay 
civil rights movement, a subject generally consid- 
ered an adult issue. The situation manifests the 
dilemma as to whether talking to young adolescents 
about gay issues is in fact recruiting them, or plant- 
ing dangerous thoughts in their minds. In investi- 
gating whether to write a book for children about 
gays, the author encountered many preconceived 
ideas in young people that pointed to the need to 
have honest conversations on the topic. He suggests 
that until the day comes when gay and lesbian peo- 
ple and issues are talked about in elementary and 
middle schools as a matter of course, the silence and 
secrecy surrounding gays may allow another gener- 
ation of young people to grow up either hating gays 
or hating themselves. The paper questions whether 
taking a direct and open approach will free the next 
generation of students from that burden of hate.

This study attempted to determine how effective 
clergy are as counselors. Clergy (N=131) from a7 
county area in the Northeast were asked to provide 
information on their counseling practices, includ- 
ing presenting problems brought to counseling and 
the counseling techniques they used. A self- 
appraisal of their effectiveness was obtained. Con- 
trary to expectations, few differences were noted 
between rural and urban counseling practices. 
Overall, the data suggested that clergy counseling 
practices were remarkably similar to those reported 
in the last two decades. Clergy continue to actively 
provide counseling services at about the same fre- 
quency as previously reported. The nature of the 
presenting problems, seen both frequently and 
infrequently, is also similar to those reported ear- 
lier. There is an indication that clergy today are 
somewhat better educated than their predecessors; 
however, a clear desire for additional training con- 
tinues to be voiced. Since clergy will likely con- 
tinue to be valuable partners in the mental health 
field, enhancing their training will be an important 
goal. Monitoring clergy counseling practices is a 
valuable measure, especially since the impact and 
effect of managed health care are not clearly 
known.

This book provides a practice guide for students 

and mental health professionals who provide psy- 

chotherapy. It begins by looking at who the patients 

are and discussing why they come for therapy. A 

classification system divides all patients into one of 

four large groups: (1) normal-neurotic; (2) narcis- 
sistic; (3) borderline; and (4) psychotic. This sys- 
tem is used throughout the book. Comparisons are 
made regarding each of the categories and the strat- 
egies, approaches, and techniques appropriate for 
each grouping. The primer addresses the therapists, 
including who they are, what attracted them to the 
field, and the problems they encounter. This is fol- 
lowed by an overview of psychotherapy. Different 
types of psychotherapy are conceptualized on a 
continuum. Chapters are also included on factors to 
consider when setting up an office, how to conduct 
the initial interview, and what arrangements to dis- 
cuss with the patients. Therapeutic interventions 
and strategies, in particular those regarding anxiety 
and defense, are discussed. Special issues and prob- 
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lems, such as dealing with suicidal patients, the use 
of medication, and how best to handle dreams, are 
all addressed. A chapter is included on contempo- 
rary schools of thought such as self psychology, 
intersubjectivity, and social constructionism. (Con- 
tains 10 appendixes, and 97 references.) (JDM) 
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Appraisal and continued improvement of counse- 
lor performance is a significant phase of the guid- 
ance program improvement process. School 
counselors must be able to: (1) deliver guidance 
curriculum for all students; (2) plan individually for 
each student; (3) respond to requests by students, 
parents, and teachers; and (4) plan and coordinate 
guidance-related activities. In order to sustain a 
statewide guidance program, an examination of the 
performance standards required of school counse- 
lors was undertaken. Part | of this report reviews 
the goals of a counselor appraisal. Part 2 discusses 
the appraisal participants and their roles. Part 3 con- 
tains several sections on the appraisal process 
including personal goals and student competen- 
cies; formal and informal observations; individual 
development plans; an appraisal summary; and the 
intervention process. Part 4 reviews the perfor- 
mance standards for five competencies: guidance 
curriculum; individual planning; response service; 
system support; and professional and personal qual- 
ities. These standards can be used for basic counse- 
lor appraisal and also serve as a guide for self- 
appraisal. Forms used for guidance planning, obser- 
vations, and performance appraisal are included.

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This report presents an overview of current provi- 

sions for guidance and counseling services within 

higher education institutions in the United King- 
dom. The report was prepared as part of the UK's 
contribution to a project on New Skills for Voca- 
tional Guidance in Higher Education in the Euro- 
pean Union. It was written by counseling and 
guidance specialists in three areas within higher 
education: career services, counseling, and disabil- 
ity services. The aims of the project were to: (1) 
provide an overview of guidance and counseling 
services; (2) identify the extent to which training 
exists within the European Union to meet skills and 
changes for the future; and (3) explore the extent to 
which post-graduate education and experience 
might be available across Europe. Following a sum- 
mary in Section 1, Section 2 outlines the structure 


of the UK's higher education system and the status 
of counseling and guidance services. Section 3 lists 
the occupational roles, number of people served, 
and the focus of the services described in Section 2. 
Section 4 analyzes the nature of training for each of 
the three main guidance counseling services. Con- 
clusions in Section 5 indicate that guidance prac- 
tices in higher education are extremely uneven 
across the UK. A great deal more work needs to be 
done to strengthen educational guidance and stu- 
dent learning support.

tion from adolescents; and help in overcoming a 
sense of guilt. In phase 2, 75 individuals from 8 
states who participated in similar training work- 
shops responded to a questionnaire exploring vari- 
ables similar to those coded by observers. Analysis 
of quantitative and qualitative data suggests that, 
for these parents, regaining control of their families 
was a complex problem. Among nonassertive moth- 
ers, gains in assertiveness are significant. When 
nonassertive mothers entered the Toughlove pro- 
gram, they were offered new behavioral repertoires. 
Within six months, their children's antisocial 
behaviors declined. Results suggest that community 
support and validation represent a crucial variable 
that provides the support to improve adolescent 
behavior. Results also point to the fact that quantita- 
tive and qualitative methodologies properly rein- 
force one another. While each approach alone may 
be necessary, it is in combination that they illumi- 
nate the interactions between parent-child pro- 
cesses and community supports.

that attracts external funding which in turn serves as 
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a sign of external validation. This clear mission, 
along with a supportive infrastructure, makes it 
easy to do research deemed necessary for scholar- 
ship and service. Health care delivery to persons 
with chronic diseases and disabilities constitutes 
the greatest challenge facing health care today, and 
the effective treatment of these problems is a prior- 
ity of policymakers and federal funding agencies.

Training in suicide prevention, intervention, and 

postvention is lacking in most counseling psychol-

Part of the reluctance to address this issue 
may be due to the potential problems of incorporat- 
ing training into existing counseling programs and 
deciding whether it should be part of an existing 
class or added as an additional class. Arguments for 
the inclusion of training are provided as well as sug- 
gestions for implementing these changes. Another 
concern of working with suicidal patients is the fear 
of legal repercussions. Training needs to address 
ethical issues, such as confidentiality and compe- 
tence. A training model is described which includes 
crisis management courses and practicum experi- 
ences related to working with suicidal clients.

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Motivation orientation, planning, and self-evalu- 

ation strategies were examined in 25 students in 

grades 6 through 8. The students’ answers to the sur- 

veys were audiotaped, transcribed, and analyzed. 

Recurrent themes were identified and were chosen 

for examples that most reflected students’ ideas and 

strategies. On the issue of motivation, the impor- 

tance of doing well evoked both external and inter- 

nal reasons for the students. For questions 

concerning planning, it was found that participants 

attempted to faithfully follow their teachers’ task

demands. Self evaluation was gauged by the degree 
of help anticipated or sought during an activity and 
the degree of confidence felt about the outcomes of 
each activity. The results showed that participants 
expressed themselves more spontaneously before 
doing an academic task. After completing the task, 
they were more reluctant to discuss their beliefs 
about the task-at-hand. The second significant 
implication concerned the methodological strate- 
gies of probing the before and after self-regulation 
process. Planning does not just occur in the early 
phase of the task but can be an ongoing process. 
Findings suggest that tapping different moments in 
the process of self-regulation is important.

Beginning in the fall of 1999, all programs of the 

Child and Youth Services Administration of the 

District of Columbia Commission on Mental Health 

Services were ordered to implement a performance 

improvement plan. This report looks at how suc- 

cessful one clinic was in improving performance in 
one year. The objectives were to: (1) increase the 
number of children receiving services; (2) increase 
the percentage of Hispanics and other multicultural 
groups receiving services; (3) help children 
improve their school performance; (4) encourage 
families to participate; and (5) monitor content and 
quality of services. The evaluation found that trying 
to improve all five objectives at the same time was a 
difficult task. The clinic had seen a marked increase 
in clients with histories of severe psychiatric prob- 
lems, aggression, and violence. Public mental 
health systems with limited resources must make 
hard choices about resource allocation if the refer- 
rals continue to swell with complicated cases. The 
pressures to serve more clients, increase each fam- 
ily's involvement, and improve record keeping are 
often at cross-purposes. The recommendation was 
made that clear priorities be established so that the 
mission of prevention and training are maintained 
as performance improvement plans go forward.

Dance education provides an opportunity for aer- 
obic exercise and conditioning that is especially 
appealing to many girls. Dance may act as an outlet 
for girls and give them confidence, but, at the same 
time, it may create risks associated with perceived 
body-image. The benefits of taking dance classes 
were examined for girls, ages 13-20, enrolled in 
classes in three schools in Pennsylvania. Frequency 
distributions illustrated that the majority of dance 
students (92%) reported that dance improved their 
discipline. Almost all dancers disagreed with the 
idea that dance made them hate their bodies, while 
88% agreed that it helped them release their feel- 
ings. Almost all participants failed to report feeling 
anxious or worried at dance classes, and 77% felt 
better about themselves after dancing. The hypothe- 
sis that girls with greater dance experience would 
have higher self-esteem is somewhat supported by 
the results. The personality analysis revealed that 
extraverts made greater use of dance classes as a 
means of emotional expression. The parental sup- 
port findings suggest that there is a congruence 
between girls’ and their parents’ attitudes toward 
this activity. For the 8% of girls who did find that 
dance classes made their lives hectic, they experi- 
enced more stress and anxiety.

Currently, there are so many research studies in 
journals that a review board should be established 
to screen quality research from research without 
merit. Each school system should consider conduct- 
ing research to confirm the quality of a selected, 
implemented, plan of instruction. First, school sys- 
tems need to study what should be researched in the 
school curriculum—problem areas need to be ana- 
lyzed to determine which one is the most worthy to 
pursue. A vital area for consideration might be 
using a well selected series of basal readers versus 
the Big Book approach in first grade reading 
instruction. A major problem of conducting 
research is which measurement instrument to use in 
the pretest and the posttest. Generally, standardized 
tests are used. Which design might researchers use 
when doing an experimental study? A common 
design may use a pretest for both the experimental 
group, which uses the new approach in teaching 
such as the Big Book, as well as the control group 
which uses the traditional approach of the basal 
reader. Directions for test administration should 
follow those given in the Manual section of the stan- 
dardized test being used. A literature review on use 
of basals versus the Big Book may provide much 
background information and insight regarding the 
research being conducted. By being cautious in 
implementing research results, teachers and admin- 
istrators become careful and judicious in becoming 
good researchers.

Research reveals limita- 
tions in SAGE effectiveness, including a minimal 
impact on achievement in second and third grade, 
particularly among African Americans, no measur- 
able impact among non-African American students, 
and meager average gains. Funding increases 
required by current plans to expand SAGE are 
unwarranted given likely marginal achievement 
gains.

The complexity of educational leadership belies 
simple models and must be examined holistically 
and historically. Leadership has a setting, a histori- 
cal framework, a wholeness of meaning, and a 
diversity of influences. Effective leaders must both 
articulate the values of society and go beyond them. 
Most agree leadership: (1) is situational and varies 
with individuals and events; (2) emerges from every 
segment of society, and no single program produces 
leaders; (3) involves helping followers attain goals; 
(4) has an ethical dimension; and (5) is best under- 
stood through studying historical figures. Educa- 
tional leadership today is made more difficult 
because of declining financial support, rising 
demand for accountability, increasing diversity, 
increasing policy conflicts, and pressure to use 
technology in the face of access gaps. Effective 
leaders require such personal competencies as the 
ability to listen, validate information, speak clearly, 
learn, use research, motivate, take risks, and estab- 
lish purpose. Effectiveness requires technical com- 
petencies in such areas as professional leadership, 
information management, professional develop- 
ment, human resources, organizational manage- 
ment, financial management, and information 
systems. Future leadership will emanate from 
knowledge, not position, and embrace as priorities 
democratic principles; basic human rights; adher- 
ence to ethics, equity, fairness, and justice; knowl- 
edge of best practices; and adherence to the 
exemplar principle. Educational leaders must 
express idealism and practicality, remaining con- 
vinced of the usefulness of education. (TEJ) 
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This publication summarizes five works explor- 
ing the key role schools can play in dealing with 
emotionally disturbed students, in part because 
teachers are more reliable sources of information 
about troubled youths. The importance of interper- 
sonal cognitive problem-solving (ICPS) skills is 
analyzed in “Preventing Violence the Problem 
Solving Way” (M. Shure). ICPS skills emphasize 
means-end, alternative-solution, and consequential 
thinking. Troubled youth tend to appear less devel- 
oped in all these areas. Studies indicate these pro- 
grams help children perceive ways of meeting their 
needs, enhance problem-solving, and improve aca- 
demic performance. Using early detection, school 
intervention, and home intervention modules, the 
program explored in “First Step to Success: A Col- 
laborative Home-School Intervention for Prevent- 
ing Antisocial Behavior at the Point of School 
Entry” (H. Walker, B. Stiller, and A. Golly) reports 
persistent positive effects. In “A Schoolwide 
Approach to Student Discipline,” (R. Horner, G. 
Sugai, and H. Horner) suggest schools should insti- 
tute a limited set of expected behaviors, a distinct 
discipline system for violators, and individualized 
programs for nonresponsive children. “Making 
Schools Safe for All Students: Why Schools Need 
to Teach More Than the 3 R's” (A. Dodd) promotes 
the importance of care, concern, and connection in 
schools for creating a climate of respect. In “What 
Works in Youth Based Prevention” (D. Cornell), the 
potential of a wide variety of community-based, 
family-based, and school-based violence preven- 
tion strategies is explored. Schools that offer con- 
flict-resolution courses emphasizing listening, 
creative solutions, peer mediation, and conflict 
management report fewer behavioral problems, par- 
ticularly where applied schoolwide. (TEJ) 
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To assign grades that accurately communicate 

student performance, conscientious teachers must 

ensure their grading is consistent with that of other 
teachers, reveals student progress, and remains sen- 
sitive to impacts on student motivation and parent 
reaction. Teachers, parents, and administrators of 
the Round Rock Independent School District in 

Austin, Texas, met in 1997 to review and revise 

first-grade report cards, stimulated, in part, by con- 

fusion regarding existing report cards and success- 
ful changes implemented at the kindergarten level. 

Criteria emerging from discussions indicate report 

cards should clearly communicate achievement, 

provide information about progress toward exit- 
level standards, be easily understood, provide accu- 
rate descriptions of learning, and communicate 
growth over time. While offering some immediate 
improvements, an interim report card did not meet 
all the criteria, and continuing discussions were 
necessary to engender support for the developmen- 
tal-continuum approach employed in kindergarten. 
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A steering committee developed a time line, shared 
information with teachers and parents, and coordi- 
nated content-area committees. Planners developed 
a simple, one-page format that graphically depicts 
student growth over 9 weeks, progress toward 
grade-level standards, and information about atten- 
dance, special services, student responsibilities, 
promotion and retention, parent conferences, and 
reading levels. An Explanation of Stages guide 
describes key skills and processes linked to devel- 
opmental progress. Teachers, administrators, and 
parents provided valuable input during the revision 
process, and the participation of all stakeholders 
was critical to project success. (TEJ) 
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This report describes how schools can draw on 

multiple voices to create a comprehensive portrait 
of important events in a school's history. In this 
“mapping” process, participants create a map that 
portrays the collective history of the school, facili- 
tating an increased awareness of past actions and 
their connection to current conditions. Participants 
include teachers, administrators, parents, support 
staff, district staff, and community members who 
know the history of the school but who may have 
different perspective on that history. The document 
outlines what materials are needed and offers an 
overview of how schools have used the mapping 
process, such as site-based management teams’ 
identification of priorities and schoolwide long- 
range planning. The process is described in two 
stages. Stage | introduces the concept and offers 
tips for guiding the discussion and encouraging par- 
ticipants to share their personal information. Stage 
2 asks participants to relay what they see emerging 
from the map, such as any patterns or trends, and 
asks participants to share the implications of the 
emerging history. The document suggests some dis- 
cussion topics (contexts to maintain, organization, 
and teaching and learning) and offers tips on room 
set-up and organizing the group. (RJM) 
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This document describes ways to facilitate reflec- 

tion and planning in challenging areas of school 

reform. It outlines a process, “image-making,” that 
is based on research conducted with high-poverty 
schools that made substantial reforms over time. 

Image-making helps initiate thoughtful dialogue 

among adults in the school community by using 
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metaphors and visual images to bring to the fore- 
front and make visible those experiences, feelings, 
beliefs, and attitudes that often have no forum for 
expression and dialogue. Such reflection can help 
group members understand how different members 
of the school community perceive important 
aspects of a school and can provide the language for 
talking about sensitive issues that people might not 
feel free to discuss. The guidelines include ques- 
tions to help a community determine whether it is 
ready for such reflection and to offer detailed tips 
on preparing for small-group discussion. A seven- 
step imaging process is described that includes an 
overview, laying the ground rules, posing the ques- 
tion and creating the individual images, sharing 
images within the small group, creating the group 
images, wrapping up group image discussion, and 
identifying impacts on the school. An appendix pro- 
vides three examples of how creating a group image 
can unfold. (RJM) 
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This booklet offers strategies for leading small 

groups as they investigate the status of school 
reform. The tools described were used in the collec- 
tion of information from focus groups in New York, 
Massachusetts, and Vermont. Some of the groups 
were comprised of school practitioners, while oth- 
ers were made up of providers of support to schools, 
such as professional developers and professors in 
teacher-preparation colleges. A conscious effort 
was made to include people who occupy different 
places in the systems that link state policy to the 
classroom. Members of each group were brought 
together to reflect on the reforms taking place and 
on the systems that support or could support those 
reforms. To facilitate these meetings, groups of 8- 
15 people were asked to focus quickly and thought- 
fully on each of 3 areas. Some of the topics include 
the roles assumed by the state department of educa- 
tion in leading reform, philosophies of reform and 
change reflected in state education department 
strategies, state department of education relation- 
ships with other facets of the education system, and 
the reception of reform initiatives in the field. The 
tools used for each group are outlined and include 
information about their use, key features, and sug- 
gestions for adaptation.

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This serial offers a collection of articles on aca- 
demic standards, while focusing on whether it is 
possible to ensure both equity and high standards in 
education. It looks at ways to close the achievement 
gap between students in high-poverty schools and 
their middle-class peers, and offers a chart that out- 
lines what various stakeholders can do to provide 
lower class students the help that they need to suc- 
ceed.

Some other equity and high standards issues 
are included in short pieces that examine students 
who rejected a standardized test, the challenges and 
opportunities afforded by bilingual students, the 
fallibility of test-driven education, and some alter- 
natives to standardized testing.

The analysis shows 
that SM-MUSD's total revenues are greater than 
those of similar districts and Los Angeles County 
on a per-pupil basis but below the revenues of high- 
achieving districts. Santa Monica-Malibu teachers 
are among the best prepared in the state, and SM- 
MUSD allocates resources in ways that are similar 
to the comparison districts, such as the apportioning 
of administrative salaries, but the percentage of 
total revenue spent on teacher salaries in SM- 
MUSD is below the percentage spent by the high- 
achieving districts. Average teacher salaries in SM- 
MUSD are comparable to salaries in both sets of 
districts, while initial teacher salaries are at the top 
of both sets of districts. The proportion of revenues 
spent on counselors’ salaries is near the middle of 
the ranges for other districts, and SM-MUSD 
spends more on classroom aides as a proportion of 
total revenues than most of the similar districts and 
most high-achieving districts. Overall, SM-MUSD 
has similar resources, uses them in similar ways, 
and its students perform relatively well, though they 
lag behind students in the highest-achieving dis- 
tricts in the state.

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This brief examines educational progress in the 
United States from 1992-2000 in such key areas as 
standards and accountability, student performance, 
closing the achievement gap, technology, and 
increased access to higher education. This progress 
was measured in the context of key initiatives that 
helped the nation’s schools and students to make 
these gains. The results show that in 1992, only 14 
states had standards in core subjects, whereas in 
2000, 49 states had standards and 48 states had 
assessments to measure student progress. During 
the 8-year period, reading and math scores on the 
National Assessment of Educational Progress 
increased for 4th, 8th, and 12th graders, including 
those students in the highest poverty schools. 
Advances for the latter group were partly attributed 
to the finding that the percent of high-poverty 
schools receiving Title I funds went from 79 percent 
in 1994 to 96 percent in 1998.

This document addresses nondiscrimination on 
the basis of sex in education programs or activities 
receiving federal financial assistance. It includes 
the amendments made in the notice of Final Regula- 
tions published in the Federal Register on Novem- 
ber 13, 2000. The amendments effectuate Title IX 
of the Education Amendments of 1972. The official 
version of this regulation did not appear in the 2000 
edition of the Code of Federal Regulations. The 
amendment is divided into six subparts: (1) intro- 
duction; (2) coverage; (3) discrimination on the 
basis of sex in admission and recruitment; (4) dis- 
crimination on the basis of sex in education pro- 
grams or activities prohibited; (5) discrimination on 
the basis of sex in employment in education pro- 
grams or activities prohibited; and (6) procedures. 
The first section discusses the purpose and effective 
date of the legislation and provides definitions to 
terms in the legislation. It outlines numerous obli- 
gations, such as remedial and affirmative action and 
self-evaluation, required assurance, transfers of 
property, effect of employment opportunities, des- 
ignation of responsible employee and adoption of 
grievance procedures, and dissemination of policy. 
The other sections discuss educational institutions 
controlled by religious organizations, military and 
merchant-marine educational institutions, admis- 
sions, transition plans, recruitment, education pro- 
grams or activities, housing, access to course 
offerings, financial assistance, athletics, and other 
requirements.

The deliberations opened 
with a presentation by Terry Peterson, Senior Advi- 
sor to Education Secretary Richard Riley, in which 
he focused on the importance of AP courses for 
minority and low-income students. He was fol- 
lowed by Gerry Tirozzi, head of the National Asso- 
ciation of Secondary School Principals, who 
discussed the need to raise academic standards for 
everyone. Tirozzi also touched on ways to ensure 
teacher quality and mentioned the correlation 
between college success and the AP courses that 
students take. The next two speakers, Richard Riley 
and Gaston Caperton, the latter being President of 
the College Board, presented the two keynote 
speeches for the conference. Secretary Riley 
focused on the heightened expectations for all stu- 
dents and the desire that all students eventually take 
AP courses. Secretary Riley's speech was followed 
by Mr. Caperton, who reiterated the importance of 
AP courses in all students’ lives. Other presenters 
included Bryan Barnett, Vice President of Apex 
Learning, who discussed the role of distance educa- 
tion in AP courses; Karen Deaver, a teacher who 
demonstrated how the Virtual High School works; 
and others. (Includes an index.) (RJM)

This brief discusses a variety of topics concern- 

ing the funding of K-12 education in the state of 

Oregon, specifically since the primary funding 

responsibility of schools has shifted from local 

school districts to the state. This has caused legisla- 
tors to examine what they are getting for their 
money and how funding can be controlled. Court 
rulings citing unconstitutional school funding sys- 
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tems, voter-approved initiatives, and a shift to state 
standards and assessments have brought school- 
finance issues to the forefront. A central problem is 
how to balance state goals and standards, while rec- 
ognizing the value of local discretion in school 
decision making. Initial national lawsuits revolved 
around the “equity” question: Did students in the 
state receive a comparably fair and equitable educa- 
tion? Traditionally, there was a heavy reliance on 
property taxes, and the inherent inequity of prop- 
erty-rich districts and poor districts meant that 
schools were being funded unequally. The per-pupil 
funding level has generally been the approach used 
by the courts for comparison purposes. Equity 
issues have now given way to “adequacy” issues, 
and states have also begun to ask what are they get- 
ting for their money. (Contains 30 endnotes.) (DFR) 
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This brief discusses the benefits of small schools 

and whether schools can be too small. For years, it 

was thought that larger schools could offer more 
comprehensive instructional programs of greater 
quality at lower costs than smaller schools. How- 
ever, recent research indicates that larger may not 
be better, and that smaller schools may in fact be 
more productive and effective. Benefits include bet- 
ter attendance, lower dropout rates, better student 
attitudes, increased academic accomplishment, 
fewer discipline problems, increased adult connec- 
tions, less cost per student, increased extracurricu- 
lar activities, increased parental support, and better 
safety. However, can schools be too small? Studies 
have demonstrated that, ideally, high schools 
should have between 600 and 900 students. 

Research also supports earlier findings that school 

size is especially important for the most disadvan- 

taged students. (Contains 12 references.) (DFR) 
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As states move toward higher expectations for 

student learning and stringent consequences for 

results, many school districts are demanding “reci- 
procity”—a level of resources and support they 
believe is needed to do the job. These demands are 
forcing policymakers to struggle with a difficult 
question: What kind and amount of resources does 
it take to enable all students to reach desired 
achievement levels? Issues of how to fund schools 
can no longer be treated separately from how to 


make them better. Funding debates and legal chal- 
lenges that have long centered on “equity,” or how 
to fairly distribute available money, must also 
tackle the more basic question of “adequacy”— 
How much is enough to educate a child? This brief 
examines the shift in school funding from equity to 
adequacy, with special attention to some of the 
challenges it raises, including adequacy-based legal 
issues and litigation, current models for calculating, 
adequacy-based funding formula, practical implica- 
tions of shifting to an adequacy-based finance struc- 
ture, and special challenges faced by western states.

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A growing number of organizations—from 

school districts and businesses, to universities and 
community groups—are forming partnerships to 
improve elementary and secondary education. 
Varying in both structure and goals, these collabo- 
rative enterprises provide a valuable forum for 
addressing areas of mutual concern about educa- 
tion, including funding issues, curriculum reform, 
effective uses of technology, mathematics and sci- 
ence assessments, and literacy. This paper focuses 
on how partnerships can manage the loss of a key 
member. It discusses ways that successful partner- 
ships can use strategies for remaining effective over 
time to build long-term relationships and survive 
the departure of a key member. The guide also 
offers pointers about coping with leadership turn- 
over, how to find a successor, and how relying 
heavily on one person to play most leadership roles 
leaves a partnership vulnerable. (Contains 10 refer- 
ences.) (DFR) 
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This report provides 10 guiding principles for 
aligning school spending with the goal of creating a 
system of high-performing schools: (1) It is neces- 
sary to recognize that money matters—‘you get 
what you pay for” applies to schools; (2) Aligning 
school spending to the goals of high performance 
requires investing in those things that research has 
found to matter; (3) School funding formulas must 
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recognize that, economically and educationally, all 
children are not created equal; (4) It is time for 
North Carolina to reassess what is a “sound basic 
education,” or what matters; (5) School funding 
policies must squarely address the time limitations 
imposed by today's school calendar; (6) Funding 
policies must recognize the centrality of teaching: 
good teaching matters; (7) Limited, one-time 
school facility savings resulting from building large 
schools should be secondary; (8) School-funding 
roles and state and local government responsibili- 
ties should be redefined; (9) Strong, focused, goals- 
oriented, responsible leadership matters most of all; 
and (10) A framework for aligning school spending 
to the goal of high-performing schools will take 
policies that meet the high performance needs of all 
schools, rich and poor, urban and rural. (DFR) 
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This paper offers reflections on various presenta- 
tions at the March 1999 convention of the Associa- 
tion for Supervision and Curriculum Development 
in San Francisco. The presentation, “Links between 
National Standards and Successful Classroom 
Strategies,” is guided by two questions: (1) How are 
teachers, schools, and school districts promoting 
student achievement? and What is the focus of 
recent research in education? The paper examines 
the body of research in math, science, language arts, 
social studies, and the arts and concludes that this 
research is not overly concerned with school suc- 
cess, given the imminent arrival of national stan- 
dards. Instead, the research seems to focus on those 
ephemeral areas of attitudes and perceptions that 
promote the contentment of teachers and students in 
their separate and overlapping domains. Schooling 
and research should concentrate more deeply on 
academic excellence and achievement. (Contains 
10 pages of references.) (DFR) 
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The role of the principal as the instructional 
leader is particularly important in special education 
because the principal's attitude toward special-edu- 
cation students, as well as his or her ability, or 
inability, to supervise their instruction, will ulti- 
mately determine the efficacy of the school’s spe- 
cial-education services. Moreover, the delivery of 
special-education services, far more than general- 
education services, presents school divisions with a 
substantial risk of legal liability. Nevertheless, pre- 
service administrators are not being adequately pre- 
pared to supervise the instructional methodologies 
of special educators. The following steps are rec- 
ommended to address this problem: (1) preservice 
administrators should be required to complete 
coursework in special educational instructional 
methodologies; (2) inservice training similar to pre- 
service training should also be provided to current 
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site-based administrators; (3) instructional special- 
ists should be incorporated in the supervisory pro- 
gram; and (4) quality in special education 
instruction needs to be emphasized. (Contains 6 
pages of references.)

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The Oregon Quality Education Model (OQEM) 

is a project that attempts to provide a cost for the 
state K-12 public education system by offering 
school funding decisions on a rational basis, based 
on facts and needs, that can be quantified. The 
House Special Committee on the Education Model 
Review was appointed to critique the OQEM since 
the project had suggested that school funding 
should be approximately $1 billion more than what 
the governor and legislature had planned to spend. 
There was no consensus within the committee; 
however, the diversity of the committee member- 
ship provided a variety of viewpoints shared by the 
public. A school-finance consulting firm was con- 
tracted to review the OQEM from a national per- 
spective. This document reviews the findings of the 
firm as to funding performance, committee priori- 
ties, class size, teachers and administrators, reme- 
dial —_ education, educational governance, 
transportation, and second languages. A summary 
of the consulting firm report and suggestions 
offered by the firm are included. (DFR)

In little over a decade, England has given its 

24,000 governing boards of public schools the 

power to hire their principals and virtually autono- 

mous authority over their school budgets. England 
established, and then curtailed, a national voucher 
program. It made all its public schools “schools of 
choice.” It created a new type of public school that 
received total autonomy from local school authori- 
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ties and additional funding. However, the nation is 
now in the process of bringing those schools back 
into their school systems, while reducing additional 
funding. Simultaneously, they have initiated a very 
demanding accountability process that exceeds the 
typical standardized testing model common in the 
United States. The Labour party is launching 
sweeping changes in teacher preparation, proposing 
to initiate merit-pay incentives, and is creating 
“education enterprise zones” that will experiment 
with privatizing schools. A North Carolina delega- 
tion of educators, policymakers, and business lead- 
ers presents the findings of their look at England's 
experimentation with an educational choice labora- 
tory and their first-hand observations of what comes 
from sweeping parental choice programs. (DFR) 
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The Food Quality Protection Act of 1996 (FQPA) 

requires that the Environmental Protection Agency 

(EPA), which regulates the use of pesticides at the 

federal level, reevaluate the amounts of pesticide 

residues allowed on or in food. The EPA immedi- 
ately began efforts to consider the additional safety 
factor for children, using available methods and 
data in an interim approach that has evolved over 
time. An internal committee now recommends 
whether to apply the additional safety factor in pes- 
ticide reviews, based on data completeness and evi- 
dence of increased susceptibility in children. Using 
this approach, the EPA has made decisions about 
applying the additional safety factor for 105 of the 
more than 450 pesticides to be reassessed. It deter- 
mined that an additional safety factor was necessary 

in 49 cases and not necessary in the remaining 56 

cases. Appendices contain the study methodology 

and evaluations of three pesticides evaluated under 

FQPA's new requirement for dicofol, methomyl, 

and phosmet. (DFR) 
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In 1998, an estimated 3.4 million uninsured chil- 

dren were of high school age. Among highly popu- 

lated states, there were wide differences in the 
percentage of these uninsured children, ranging 
from 28 percent in Texas to 6 percent in Massachu- 
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setts. Ten states and the District of Columbia 
require high school students to have health insur- 
ance before joining a school's athletic program; the 
other 40 states leave this decision to the discretion 
of local school districts. This report reviews 18 
school districts, 16 of which provided free cata- 
strophic athletic accident insurance to all student 
athletes regardless of their insurance status. All 
reviewed school districts adopted strategies to pro- 
vide access to low-cost athletic accident insurance. 
Also, private organizations, for example hospitals 
and clinics, assisted local school districts by offer- 
ing free medical services to student athletes for 
sports-related injuries and other services—for 
example, pre-preparation physicals or injury evalu- 
ations. Appendices include an example of a letter to 
parents regarding athletic insurance, an illustration 
of a supplemental accident insurance policy offered 
to student athletes, and related GAO products about 
health care and insurance.

These forecasts were prepared before the 
outcome of the Government's 2000 spending review 
was announced and do not reflect additional fund- 
ing announced then. The trend for an increasing 
proportion of income to higher education institu- 
tions being from nonpublic sources continues. The 
proportion could rise to 40% by 2003-2004, when 
nonpublic income across the sector should exceed 
4,500 million pounds. Universities and colleges 
need to generate annual operating expenses to pro- 
vide the positive cash flow for reinvestments and to 
fund future developments. Overall, the operating 
position is less than that considered necessary to 
provide for reinvestment and future development. 
Some suggestions are made to address the shortfall 
in operating surpluses, including seeking additional 
public and nonpublic funds, addressing the ten- 
dency of some institutions not to charge full costs 
for activities, and developing cost-sharing mea- 
sures. Operating statements from institutions show 
that about four-fifths of the institutions are fully or 
mostly achieving the activities and targets they set 
for themselves in terms of widening participation 
and with regard to learning and teaching strategies. 
Of the 42 equipment-only projects planned by uni- 
versities, around half were fully or mostly com- 
pleted on schedule by the end of the 1999-2000 
academic year.

Public libraries are signifi- 
cantly more inclined than academic libraries to 
partner with government agencies (42% versus

likely to partner with museums than with other 
institutions. Only 16% report that they are currently 
partnering with a museum or have done so within 
the past 2 years. Among those libraries that have not 
engaged in a museum partnership within the past 2 
years, some react favorably to the notion, although 
nearly as many say they would not consider a 
museum partnership. Almost half (44%) of those 
not currently involved in a museum partnership 
would consider such collaboration in the future.

If museums and libraries are to compete for both 
public and private funds in an accountability-driven 
environment, they must develop evaluation prac- 
tices that provide the most compelling picture of the 
impact of their services. The two essays in this doc- 
ument present clear arguments for the adoption of a 
specific approach to evaluation known as outcome- 
based evaluation. They define a system of evalua- 
tion that replaces the question, “What have we done 
to accomplish our goals?” with the question “What 
has changed as a result of our work?” Taking their 
lead from evaluation practices adopted by the 
United Way in 1995, both authors suggest practices 
that focus on measuring the effects of an institu- 
tion's work on its public (outcomes) rather than on 
the service provided (outputs). The first essay,

(Stephen E. Weil) describes the “second revolution” 
that is taking place in the American museum and the 
shift in focus on the collection as sole resource to 
the provision of a range of educational and other 
services available to be used for the accomplish- 
ment of a larger public purpose.

Participating in telephone 
interviews was a nationwide cross section of 1,001 
parents of children ages 8 to 17 in homes with Inter- 
net connections, and 304 children ages 10 to 17 
years (half selected from the same households as 
the above parents). Findings revealed that parents 
and children were of different minds regarding giv- 
ing personal information to Web sites. Ten- to 17- 
year-olds were much more likely than parents to say 
it was alright to give sensitive personal and family 
information to commercial Web sites in exchange 
for free gifts. Almost half of parents were not aware 
that Web sites gathered information on users with- 
out users’ awareness. Sixty-one percent of parents 
said they were more concerned about 13- to 17- 
year-olds than they were about younger children 
revealing sensitive information to marketers. 
Although 69 percent of parents and 66 percent of 
children said that they have had discussions about 
what kind of information to reveal to Web sites, 41 
percent of parents and 36 percent of 10- to 17-year- 
olds reported incidents of disagreement, worry, or 
anger over children's release of information on the 
Web. A small portion of parents believed in the 
Web's power to help their children grow. Parents 
were evenly divided on whether the Web would 
powerfully harm young minds.

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Noting that the involvement of parents and fam- 

ily members in the education of their children at 

school and in the home is one of the keys to chil- 
dren's success in school, this monograph focuses on 
ways to include various family members in the edu- 
cation of young adolescents. The monograph is 
intended as a guide for an effective, comprehensive 
family involvement program. Following an intro-

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As early childhood teachers apply principles of 
guidance rather than punishment in their class- 
rooms, they face the challenge of avoiding a slip- 
page into traditional discipline practices and 
transcending the punitive aspects of discipline. 
Guidance is designed to teach children democratic 
life skills and therefore goes beyond discipline. 
Teachers are professionals who rely on understand- 
ing and use conflicts as opportunities for teaching, 
not technicians who rely on patience and use the 
usual discipline techniques such as “time out.” 
Viewing classroom conflicts as mistaken behavior, 
rather than as misbehavior, results in less labeling 
of children and more assistance in learning life 
skills. There are three levels of mistaken behavior: 
(1) behavior reflecting experimentation to learn 
about life; (2) behavior socially influenced by oth- 
ers; and (3) behavior resulting from unmet emo- 
tional or physical needs. Guidance should be used 
to build an encouraging classroom where all the stu- 
dents feel accepted as full members of the group 
and to maintain this encouraging classroom where 
conflict management rather than “time out” is used 
to deal with conflict. In using conflict management 
procedures, teachers should guide children from 
high level mediation, to low level mediation, to 
child-negotiation. The teacher should also model 
and teach a consistent conflict management strategy 
involving a 5-step mediation process. A compre- 
hensive approach is necessary for children with 
strong unmet needs. For teachers to use guidance 
effectively, they must build and maintain a personal 
and professional support system.

Using 
data derived from the Virginia Department of Edu- 
cation's Outcome Accountability Project, the 
present study addressed the influences of commu- 
nity, school, and family structural factors on aca- 
demic achievement of eighth-grade students as 
measured by composite scores on the Iowa Test of 
Basic Skills (ITBS). Using hierarchical linear 
regression to model indicators of these structural 
factors, a total of 65 percent of the variance was 
accounted for in adolescent academic achievement 
at the school district level.

During the last decade the New Zealand govern- 

ment and its education, health, and welfare sectors 
have increasingly focused their attention on gaps 
between Maori, non-Maori, and Maori failure 
within the education sector and society generally. 
This has created a sense of despair and sometimes 
panic among Maori and Pakeha (non-Maori) educa- 
tionists and commentators. However, it has taken a 
long time for those who work within the system to 
appreciate that the way in which education services 
are delivered may have “failure” written into their 
outcomes. This review of traditional and contempo- 
rary Maori pedagogies from a wide range of records 
and publications explores traditional teaching, 
learning, and child rearing practices and how they 
apply within the European context. The literature 
reveals that when the Maori made first landfall, they 
already practiced a range of pedagogies and curric- 
ula, including: students and teachers at the center of 
the educative process, life-long intergenerational 
learning, gradual learning from a familiar starting 
point, recognition and encouragement of gifted- 
ness, and learning and teaching conducted from the 
students’ strengths. Maori contact with the Western 
European education system has been characterized 
by tension; the encounters of two different world 
views and ways of operating were sometimes con- 
tradictory: Maori appreciation of literacy helped 
achieve new ways of communication and informa- 
tion gathering; Pakeha (and some Maori) consid- 
ered Maori failure within the European system to be 
the fault of Maori opposition, indifference, willful- 
ness and limited capacities; Maori (and some 
Pakeha) suspected that European education was a 
tool of the colonial enterprise and that the education 
on offer was irrelevant and poorly delivered; Pakeha 
disapproved of Maori child-rearing and educa- 
tional practices; Maori disapproved of the type of 
discipline meted out by Pakeha teachers. The 
review suggests that the current focus on gaps 
between Maori and non-Maori performance is per- 
ceived in the context of what the dominant commu- 
nity deems is, and is not, important, and that 
perhaps focusing instead on gaps between Maori 
aspirations and achievements would be more appro- 
priate. The ways in which Maori educated them- 
selves and their young appear to be applicable 
today, and many of the hallmarks of Maori educa- 
tion proved that traditional values and operating 
standards can be translated into contemporary con- 
texts.

1995, and today, more than 600 programs serve 

some 45,000 low-income families with infants and 

toddlers. This two-generation program provides 
high-quality child and family development ser- 
vices, a focus on staff development, and a commit- 
ment to community partnerships. A rigorous 
national evaluation, including about 3,000 children 
and families in 17 sites, began in 1995. This sum- 
mary report highlights the first main impact find- 
ings emerging from the analysis of child and family 
outcomes through the first 2 years of the children's 
lives. The evaluation found that after a year or more 
of program services, when compared with a ran- 
domly assigned control group, 2-year-old Early 
Head Start children performed significantly better 
on a range of measures of cognitive, language, and 
social-emotional development. Their parents 
scored significantly higher than control group par- 
ents on many of the measures of the home environ- 
ment, parenting behavior, and knowledge of infant- 
toddler development. Early Head Start families 
were more likely to attend school or job training and 
experienced reductions in parenting stress and fam- 
ily conflict. Although these impacts are generally 
modest in size, the pattern of positive findings 
across a wide range of key domains important for 
children's well-being and future development is 
promising, because the pattern is consistent across 
multiple domains of child and family functioning 
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known to be associated with later child outcomes, 
including social abilities, literacy, and school readi- 
ness.

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In its sixth year of evaluating children's services, 
the Children's Program Outcome Review Team (C- 
PORT), under the direction of the Tennessee Com- 
mission on Children and Youth, continued to collect 
and analyze data to improve implementation of ser- 
vice delivery to 11,800 children and families 
involved in state custody. The C-PORT evaluation 
for 1999 collected and organized essential informa- 
tion about the population serviced, needs of the 
children and families, and the system's ability to 
adequately perform functions to meet the needs of 
those served. The 12 reviewers collected pertinent 
information through a series of in-depth structured 
interviews, and each interview contained a set of 
questions regarding the status of the child and fam- 
ily, the functions of the service delivery system, 
demographics, and TennCare (health insurance) 
implementation. Interviews were conducted with 
the child, parents, custodial department workers, 
caregivers, foster parents or care staff in a facility, 
court representatives, teachers, and other relevant 
service providers. Case records were also reviewed. 
Among the findings were the following: over- 
whelmingly, children in custody were in a positive 
status; service system functioned only adequately 
to meet the needs of child/family; most children 
were appropriate for custody at the time of custody, 
and the number of unruly children in custody had 
decreased since earlier evaluations; separation/con- 
fusion regarding the roles and responsibilities of the 
Home County Case Manager and the Residential 
Case Manager resulted in no clear point of responsi- 
bility; and TennCare implementation showed inade- 
quate provider network for medical and dental 
services. The separate Child and Adolescent Func- 
tional Assessment scale contains five psychosocial 
scales: role performance, behavior toward self/oth- 
ers, moods/self-harm, thinking, and substance use. 
The scale was completed for 275 children, and 
showed that 62 percent were rated as impaired in at 
least 1 of the 5 areas, with 42 percent receiving an 
impaired rating in 2 or more areas. The 1999 C- 
PORT findings indicate improvement since the pre- 
vious year in the overall status of children. How- 
ever, the data suggest inadequate assessments, 
failure to request psychological evaluations when 
needed, denial of psychological evaluation, sub- 
stantial staff turnover, insufficient training of staff, 
and inability to access services as barriers to 
addressing the emotional well-being of children in 
custody.

children are less likely to be socially adept and 
more likely to be aggressive; and (13) fewer at-risk 
children have a positive attitude toward learning 
activities.

The report next presents 
recommendations in these areas: (1) criminal 
responsibility of the child; (2) right to be heard in 
any procedure; (3) sanctions applied to children; (4) 
definition and prohibition of torture-protection 
measures; (5) prosecution of those responsible for 
torture and physical ill-treatment of children; (6) 
protection during detention; and (7) sanctions in 
case of arbitrary arrest or detention. The report then 
provides concluding observations and recommen- 
dations, including follow-up measures undertaken 
and progress achieved by the State party, factors 
and difficulties impeding further progress in imple- 
mentation of the Convention; and principal subjects 
of concern and committee recommendations in 
areas including legislation and institutional reform, 
coordination and monitoring, civil rights and free- 
doms, family environment and alternative care, 
basic health and welfare, and education, leisure, 
and cultural activities.

The intro- 
duction for this section notes the new constitution 
and several human rights treaties signed by South 

Africa. The section then notes the discrepancies 

among these treaties and between common law and 

customary rulings with regard to the definition of 
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the child. Constitutional and legislative provisions 
are then noted in the areas of: child protection 
against all forms of discrimination; best interests of 
the child; right to participation; freedom from tor- 
ture, inhumane and degrading treatment or punish- 
ment; deprivation of liberty; sexual exploitation and 
abuse; child labor; refugees and asylum seeker chil- 
dren; and children in conflict with the law.

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Identifiers—* Incarcerated Parents 
This report presents information on the charac- 

teristics of parents incarcerated in state or federal 

prisons. Data were obtained from personal inter- 

views conducted for the 1997 Survey of Inmates in 

State and Federal Correctional Facilities. Findings 

indicated that a majority of state and federal prison- 

ers were the parents of at least one minor child. 

Prior to incarceration, 44 percent of fathers and 64 

percent of mothers lived with their children. Nearly 
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half of incarcerated parents were black; about a 
quarter were white. Parents in state prison were 
younger than those in federal prison. Most parents 
in state (70 percent) and federal (55 percent) pris- 
ons lacked a high school diploma. Forty percent of 
fathers and 60 percent of mothers in state prison had 
at least weekly contact with their children. In state 
prisons, mothers consistently reported more fre- 
quent contact with their children than fathers. In 
federal prisons, mothers and fathers had more simi- 
lar levels of contact with their children. A majority 
of incarcerated parents were violent offenders or 
drug traffickers. A majority of parents in state 
prison used drugs in the month before their offense. 
One-third of mothers in state prison committed 
their crime to obtain drugs or money for drugs. The 
report also presents information on parents’ marital 
status, expected time served, previous drug and 
alcohol use, prior convictions and incarcerations, 
sex differences in type of offenses, mental illness, 
and previous homelessness. The report's appendix 
describes the methodology and presents informa- 
tion on the standard errors for selected characteris- 
tics of state and federal prisoners with minor 
children.

This report uses a recent survey—the 1997 

National Survey of America’s Families, or NSAF— 

to look at the child care expenses of working fami- 

lies with children under age 13. The report begins 
by describing child care expenses of America’s fam- 
ilies at the national level and then turns to analysis 
of 12 focal states. For both the national-level and 
state-level analyses, three aspects of expenses are 
examined: the percentage of working families pay- 
ing for child care, the average expenses among 
those that do pay for care, and the average percent- 
age of earnings paid for child care.

knowledge of 3,000 American adults (including 

1,066 parents of children aged birth to 6 years) 

regarding child development issues, with particular 

emphasis on the intellectual, emotional, and social 
development of young children.

In spite of the genuine concerns of multi- 
cultural educators and their efforts to preserve cul- 
tures, multicultural education is an oxymoron 
because a culture cannot be adequately represented, 
preserved, or transmitted by an institution designed 
to transmit another's culture. The second section 
describes grassroots postmodernism as an ethos of 
women and men who are liberating themselves 
from the oppression of modern society. Examples 
are given of instances in Mexico, Central America, 
and South America where indigenous peoples are 
regaining their cultural autonomy from the clutches 
of the market economy and its educational model 
that excludes all other cosmovisions. Section 3

First, Native students may be 
expected to change to fit the curriculum—to learn 
the rules and practices of the institution as well as 
obtain supplemental educational instruction and 
psychosocial support on their own. This approach 
relies on Native student assimilation to institu- 
tional culture and usually results in the student's 
culture being viewed as a deficiency. Second, creat- 
ing culturally congruent curricula involves faculty 
taking the time to learn about cultural values and 
concepts and then taking action to integrate these 
values and concepts into the educational process in 
a caring fashion. Cultural discontinuity theory can 
serve as a foundation for this approach. Third, 
empowering students and communities necessi- 
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tates correcting the imbalance of power that has 
kept the voices of Native Americans out of the aca- 
demic dialogue. The classroom can serve as a forum 
for challenging social inequalities; the capacity of 
students to assume teaching and learning roles can 
be recognized; and universities can involve tribal 
communities in defining educational needs, devel- 
oping curricula, and evaluating outcomes. Curric- 
ula of higher educational institutions that attend to 
the needs of all could be powerful catalysts for 
social change.

Title IX and Johnson O'Malley services were pro- 

vided to 1,495 Native American students at 10 

Albuquerque (New Mexico) elementary, middle, 

and high schools and the Homework Center during 

the 1997-98 school year. The five goals of the Title 

IX program were to provide: (1) intervention assis- 

tance for students, in which students, parents, and 

staff set goals in areas such as attendance and 
behavior problems; (2) tutoring assistance, which 
focused on language arts and math at the elemen- 
tary level and added science and social studies at the 
secondary level; (3) student participation in cul- 
tural, social, or academic activities to promote good 
citizenship, community service, and personal 
responsibility; (4) parent participation in cultural, 
social, or academic activities, promoted through 
announcements in newsletters, letters sent home 
with students, and announcements at parent meet- 
ings; and (5) professional development in sensitive 
cultural issues that impact Native American student 
performance. In intervention and tutoring assis- 
tance, each school level surpassed its goal. The 
homework center was most effective, followed by 
assistance at the middle and elementary school lev- 
els. Students reported 99.5 percent of the time that 
the social, cultural, and academic activities were 
beneficial. Because of low survey response rates, 

parent participation was difficult to evaluate, but 88 

percent of the 18 respondents thought the activities 

were beneficial to students. Ninety-eight percent of 
respondents thought that the professional develop- 
ment was somewhat beneficial. (TD)

Systemic Change 

In 1995, the Albuquerque (New Mexico) school 
district devised a plan to merge special education, 
cross-cultural education, Indian education, and 
Title I with the general education program, desig- 
nated the Unified Education System (UES). Consid- 
ering the abrupt implementation of UES in the first 
year and subsequent confusion regarding staff posi- 
tions and roles, an evaluation was conducted at the 
administrative level during the third year of imple- 
mentation. Thirty-seven assistant superintendents, 
operational staff, management in special services, 
other administrators, and program support special- 
ists participated. Findings indicate that five of the 
six components necessary for change—vision, nec- 
essary context, decision making, skills, and action 
plans—were well recognized by respondents. There 
was surprising unanimity of vision for the future of 
UES. Recognition of the importance of interper- 
sonal support was evidenced by efforts to build 
esprit de corps and recognize individual achieve- 
ment toward UES. Respondents acknowledged the 
importance of dispersed decision making in facili- 
tating large-scale buy-in of UES. Respondents val- 
ued people skills as a means of efficiently 
distributing specific expertise to those needing sup- 
port. Respondents reported frustration that imple- 
mentation of instructional improvement at the 
school level came out of teachers’ existing sched- 
ules and personal time, and that collaboration time 
was lacking at the classroom level. Nevertheless, 
respondents readily discussed action plans that may 
ensure continued progress towards UES. An appen- 
dix presents survey questions and planning matrix.

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This report, the fourth in the “Falling through the 

Net” series, measures the extent of computer and 

Internet connection among U.S. households and 

individuals. The data, obtained from Bureau of the 

Census statistics and interviews with 48,000 house- 

holds, show that digital inclusion is rapidly increas- 

ing—households with Internet access soared by 58 

percent since December 1998; more than half of all 

households have computers; and individuals using 
the Internet rose by a third. Groups that have tradi- 
tionally been digital have-nots are now making dra- 
matic gains—the gap between rural households and 
households nationwide that have access to the Inter- 
net has narrowed; Blacks and Hispanics have shown 
impressive gains in Internet access; the disparity in 

Internet usage between men and women has largely 

disappeared; and individuals over the age of 50 

experienced the highest growth rate in Internet 

usage of all age groups. Nonetheless, a digital 
divide remains—people with disabilities are half as 
likely to have access to the Internet as those without 
disabilities; the gap between the national average 

Internet access rate and rates for Black and His- 

panic households has widened; those over the age of 

50 are the least likely to be Internet users; two-par- 

ent households are nearly twice as likely to have 

Internet access as single-parent households; and 
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rural areas are lagging behind urban areas in broad- 
band penetration. E-mail is the most widely used 
Internet application; online shopping and bill pay- 
ing are growing the fastest; low-income users were 
most likely to use the Internet to look for jobs; and 
schools, libraries, and other public access points 
continued to serve those who did not have access at 
home.

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The Workforce Investment Act (WIA) of 1998 

authorized a comprehensive workforce improve- 

ment program that will significantly impact rural 
areas. Local schools can help shape implementation 
of WIA because of its principles of local participa- 
tion, increased skills for workers, and improved 
youth programs. This digest focuses on WIA's 
major elements, with particular reference to the role 
that rural schools can play in local and statewide 
implementation planning. WIA seeks to invest in 
efforts that increase participants’ employment and 
earnings, increase workers’ occupational skills, 
help improve worker quality, and reduce welfare 
dependency. Rural schools have a host of youth 
development resources rarely present in other 
locally-based rural institutions. In addition, rural 
schools may be the most convenient sites for WIA's 
one-stop adult centers. Rural school administrators 
can be key players in WIA's implementation if they 
are willing to support the notion that rural schools 
are vital resources for meeting the workforce devel- 
opment needs of their communities. Program com- 
ponents of particular interest to rural educators are 
described: (1) local youth councils, characteristics 
of targeted youth, and required youth activities; (2) 
one-stop delivery system for adults (core, intensive, 
and training services); and (3) individual training 
accounts. Opportunities for rural participation in 
decision making on state and local workforce 
investments boards are discussed. Eight relevant 
Web sites are listed. (SV) 
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Many experts have endorsed small schools as 
educationally effective, often adding parentheti- 
cally that smaller size is especially beneficial for 
impoverished students. A recent series of studies, 
the “Matthew Project,” bolsters these claims. This 
digest reviews recent thinking about small school 
size, describes the Matthew Project studies, and 
summarizes findings. Summaries of research on 
school size make various recommendations on opti- 
mal size. Researchers and policy analysts most con- 
cerned with “community” tend to recommend the 
smallest schools for everyone; those concerned 
with student outcomes advise small schools for 
some communities; and those concerned with 
inputs recommend larger sizes. From 1966 to 2000, 
only 22 research reports addressed the interaction 
of school size and poverty as a major concern, 
although poverty typically has a strong negative 
influence on achievement. The Matthew Project is 
based on the work of N. Friedkin and J. Necochea 
(1988), who found that school performance bene- 
fited from smaller school size in impoverished Cali- 
fornia communities and from larger school size in 
affluent communities. A 1996 replication using 
West Virginia data found similar results. The Mat- 
thew Project pursued the issue in Ohio, Texas, 
Georgia, and Montana and found remarkably strong 
and consistent equity effects of size. Across states, 
the relationship between achievement and socio- 
economic status was substantially weaker in 
smaller schools than larger schools. Findings for 
each state are discussed. (Contains 11 references.)

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This report, in response to a request by 10 U.S. 
Senators examines the status of broadband deploy- 
ment in the United States. The rate of deployment 
of broadband services will be key to future eco- 
nomic growth, particularly in rural areas far from 
urban and world markets. This report finds that 
rural areas, especially remote areas outside of 
towns, are far behind urban areas in broadband 
availability. Only two technologies, cable modem 
and digital subscriber line (DSL), are being 
deployed at a high rate, but deployment is primarily 
in urban markets. Less than 5 percent of towns of 
10,000 or less have cable modem or DSL service, 
and service in remote rural areas is far lower. 
Broadband over cable, which provides most broad- 
band service, has been deployed in large cities, sub- 
urban areas, and towns. The primary reason for the 
slower deployment rate in rural areas is economic. 
Costs per customer increase with the distance 
between customers. New technologies, such as sat- 
ellite and wireless broadband services, have poten- 
tial for rural areas because customer location has no 
effect on costs. Policymakers should promote com- 
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petition, but other government policies should be 
considered. Recommendations include expanding 
government programs that ensure access to new 
technologies, redefining universal service, creating 
funding mechanisms that ensure equal access to 
telecommunications and information services by 
rural and urban residents, and supporting develop- 
ment of alternative technologies. Appendices 
present data on cable modem and DSL deployment, 
characteristics of satellite systems, and a letter from 
U.S. Senators.

designing a rural school to accommodate curricular 
and extracurricular activities; and planning a facil- 
ity that engages the community.

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The Workforce Investment Act of 1998 shifts 
decision-making authority for funding of local job 
training programs from the federal government to 
state and local boards, which will need local deci- 
sion-making tools to inform policy. One such tool is 
a method proposed by S. Goetz and D. Debertin to 
estimate demand for educational attainment at the 
county level utilizing nonlocal secondary data on 
employment patterns. The method focuses analysis 
on the demand of private businesses and makes pos- 
sible a simple forecast of future demand. This paper 
estimates local demand for educational attainment 
in two West Virginia counties using the Goetz- 
Debertin (nonsurvey) method and compares results 
with those from a survey of local businesses. Two 
assumptions of the nonsurvey method are fixed pro- 
portions of occupations per sector and fixed propor- 
tions of educational attainment per occupation. 
Results indicate that differences in the distribution 
of businesses by size and by subsector across coun- 
ties might affect final demand, but the nonsurvey 
method does not take this into account. Indications 
that proportions of input might change over time 
suggest that the nonsurvey method should use 
annual data sets such as the Current Population Sur- 
vey. Conflicting with the nonsurvey method's sec- 
ond assumption is the finding that certain 
occupations in different sectors differ in demand for 
educational attainment. The study also found that 
the West Virginia counties’ proportion of top-level 
occupations was substantially below national aver- 
ages, suggesting underinvestment in education, and 
that businesses saw a real need for more computer 
training.

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An on-going study is examining a method pro- 
posed by S. Goetz and D. Debertin for estimating 
demand for educational attainment at the county 
level by using secondary data. The method pro- 
duces compact information showing the relation- 
ship between employment, occupation, and 
educational attainment, information not available at 
the county level. The method offers a way to obtain 
such information without conducting a costly and 
time-consuming survey. The information obtained 
allows local government to estimate the quality- 
type of workers (as reflected by their educational 
attainment) required by particular types of occupa- 
tions demanded by private businesses in the county, 
and to assess the training needs of its workforce. A 
case study of Taylor County, West Virginia, was 
conducted using 1990 census data and data from the 
Current Population Survey and Occupational 
Employment Statistics Survey for 1997. Four -dif- 
ferent methods were shown to be feasible for gener- 


ating the pattern of occupational distribution of 
employer demand for workers with various educa- 
tion levels. Two main assumptions of the Goetz- 
Debertin method were evaluated: a fixed propor- 
tion of types of education required per individual 
occupation, regardless of sector, and a fixed propor- 
tion of types of occupation required per individual 
sector.

This report details results of the 1999 Nebraska 
Rural Poll, which asked rural Nebraska residents 
for their opinions on recent school finance legisla- 
tion and on proposed consolidation of county 
offices and services. Survey responses were 
received from 3,036 residents of Nebraska's 87 non- 
metropolitan counties. Recent school finance legis- 
lation changed the distribution of state aid by giving 
relatively more assistance to school districts with 
low costs per student. In addition, property tax levy 
limits for school districts were lowered. About half 
of rural Nebraskans believed that educational qual- 
ity in their local district had not changed as a result 
of either legislation, while about a third thought that 
educational quality had decreased. Those most con- 
cerned with the effects of this legislation on educa- 
tional quality were better educated respondents, 
those with children at home, those who were mar- 
ried, and those aged 30-49. Proposals to consolidate 
county offices and services were opposed by most 
rural Nebraskans, with opposition to consolidation 
strongest among those living in very small commu- 
nities, women, those aged 65 and older, persons 
with low income, and those with a high school edu- 
cation or less. Results are detailed in data tables and 
figures.

In Texas, a financially troubled school district 
must submit a plan of action to the Texas Education 
Agency (TEA) for improving its financial situation 
without harming the quality of education delivered. 
If things get worse, TEA assigns a financial monitor 
to advise the district on overcoming its financial 
problems and to determine if further sanctions are 
necessary. If financial conditions continue to 
worsen, TEA sends a Master, who has authority to 
overrule the superintendent and the board. District 
options for bringing costs under control include 
reducing personnel; contracting out for transporta- 
tion, food, and custodial services; increasing efforts 
to collect taxes or recover delinquent taxes; raising 
the tax rate; and increasing the average daily atten- 
dance, the main factor in determining state aid lev- 
els. In extreme cases, the district may opt to divest 
itself of high school or all secondary grade levels. 
Nearby wealthy districts can be solicited to pur- 
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chase weighted average daily attendance or to con- 
solidate tax bases with the struggling district. If 
there are no wealthy districts nearby, help cannot be 
solicited. Voluntary consolidation or annexation 
can be accomplished with approval from voters in 
both districts. Districts in grave financial condition 
will be dissolved and ordered to be annexed to an 
adjoining district. In either consolidation or annex- 
ation, the receiving district receives special funds to 
assist in the handling of the inherited deficit. This 
paper recounts a small district's journey through 
this process to forced annexation and gives recom- 
mendations to districts in similar circumstances.

There has 
been clear educational progress among registered 
Indians over the past decade, particularly in high 
school completion and postsecondary participation.

A two-tier intervention study was designed to 
provide descriptive models of constructivist learn- 
ing environments supported by appropriate technol- 
ogy, as they emerged in project classroom. Tier 1 
was a collective case study of approximately 150 
classrooms in 5 southwestern states whose teachers 
received training in applying technology. Tier 2 
consisted of detailed case studies of six teachers 
and how they created constructivist learning envi- 
ronments. The project focused on classrooms with 
high populations of traditionally underserved stu- 
dents, including economically disadvantaged, lin- 
guistically diverse, rural, American Indian, and 
Mexican American students. The intervention con- 
sisted of assistance to participating teachers in tech- 
nology planning, professional development, and 
follow-up assistance and support. Findings indicate 
that (1) while teachers with only one computer can 
and did change their practice, that change was mini- 
mal compared with that observed in classrooms 
with more computers; (2) knowing how computer 
technology can be used to enhance learning and 
being able to plan effective learning activities were 
more important than having strong personal com- 
puter skills; (3) professional development that 
engaged teachers as learners and modeled the inte- 
gration of technology with learner-centered 
approaches enabled many teachers to implement 
technology and constructivism concurrently; (4) 
rather than a single model, a range of constructivist 
practices supported by technology emerged; (5) 
more change in teaching practice and technology 
use occurred at sites where more teachers partici- 
pated; and (6) the change process varied with differ- 
ent teachers. Appendices present an overview of the 
case studies, the six case studies, case study inter- 
view questions, and other research materials.

Out-of-field teaching is a relatively unrecognized 

problem in schools. This digest reviews what 

research shows about the extent and causes of the 
problem.

Reflective Practice and Professional Develop- 
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Reflective practice can be beneficial to preservice 

and inservice teacher professional development. 

This digest reviews the concept, levels, techniques 

for, and benefits of reflective practice. Donald 

Schon introduced the concept in 1987, and since 

then, many schools, colleges, and departments of 

education have begun designing teacher education 
and professional development programs based on 
this concept. Reflective practice has been defined in 
terms of action research. Coaching and peer 
involvement are two aspects of reflective practice 
seen most often at the preservice level. At the inser- 
vice level, critical reflection upon experience and 
serving as a coach or mentor to peers are effective 
techniques for professional development. There are 
many successful techniques for investing teaching 
practice with reflection. These include action 
research and portfolio development. The primary 

benefits of reflective practice for teachers is a 

deeper understanding of their own teaching style, 

and ultimately, greater effectiveness as teachers. 

Other specific benefits include the validation of a 

teacher's ideals, beneficial challenges to tradition, 

and respect for diversity in applying theory to class- 
room practice.

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School health education needs to build a broad 
base of awareness, tolerance, and sensitivity to dif- 
ferent expressions of healthy behavior while main- 
taining scientific accuracy.

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This paper describes the development of the 
Texas Educator Preparation Improvement Initiative 
(EPII), a program evaluation process for teacher 
preparation entities that involved a peer technical 
assistance program. Planners ensured that: all rec- 
ommendations would be devoid of punitive mea- 
sures; assistance would only be provided if 
requested by the entity; and participating educa- 
tional groups understood that they could expect no 
financial reimbursement from the state.

EPII staff sponsored a training institute for EPII 
council bers and coll to become peer 
assistants. Visitation teams made periodic site vis- 
its, talking to staff and students, and they wrote the 
technical assistance reports. Funding for the EPII 
program ceased in February 2000. The initiative 
had accomplished its purpose of providing techni- 
cal assistance to all Texas teacher preparation pro- 
grams and continuous improvement through peer 
assistance. (SM) 
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The year-round calendar is an increasingly popu- 

lar alternative to the traditional 9-month school cal- 
endar. This digest examines the benefits and 
challenges of teaching in year-round schools. Year- 
round schools may be on a single-track or multi- 
track schedule. Single-track schedules call for an 
instructional year of 180 days with short breaks 
interspersed throughout.

With regard to testing, technology has already 
played significant roles in the form of scoring tech- 
nology, analytical practices, and development strat- 
egies. Two common functions of technology and 
testing are currently at work. First is the use of tech- 
nology to meet existing goals more efficiently, and 
second is the use of technology to expand the 
domains of testing so that domains of performance 
can be measured on a broad scale in areas previ- 
ously inaccessible. Some of the work of the Center 
for Research on Evaluation, Standards, and Student 
Testing (CRESST) has focused on this goal. Several 
examples show how technology is being used to 
expand the domains that can be tested validly and 
credibly. One area of great interest is the reporting 
of test results to various publics. The CRESST 
Quality School Portfolio is a school-level informa- 
tion system being designed to make it possible to 
manipulate and draw inferences from school data. 
There is considerable resistance to the use of tech- 
nology for educational purposes, with widespread 
concern about computer uses in testing because of 
equity concerns. There are many things wrong with 
the educational testing system at present, and the 
essence of the problem is that the testing system 
appears to serve, but really does not support the 
goals that have been set for it. Educators must think 
of system validity in testing, and not just the valid- 
ity of a single measure. Good ways must be found to 
hold schools and students accountable for their 
accomplishments. An important step would be 
developing a clear, fully articulated, descriptive 
system of student learning. This would provide a 
rational basis for the selection of goals and learning 
options, including the design and use of software 
and classroom instruction, and the design and inter- 
pretation of tests. Technology in the service of 
understanding learning will help fix the deep valid- 
ity problem at the heart of the present testing sys- 
tem.

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This report is a review and analysis of the psy- 
chometric literature on the topic of out-of-level 
testing. Out-of-level testing refers to the practice of 
using a level of the test other than the test taken by 
most of the students in a student's current grade 
level. Much of the research on out-of-level testing 
was conducted in the 1970s and 1980s, and the 
emphasis on chance-level scoring of these studies 
has detracted from the understanding of how out-of- 
level testing actually works to affect score reliabil- 
ity. The studies said little about the important con- 
cept of measurement error, and there was little 
discussion about the detrimental effects of translat- 
ing scores from an out-of-level test back into the 
scale of the in-level test. The literature indicates 
that the benefit of out-of-level testing is that it is a 
cost-effective method for increasing the precision 
with which low performing students’ ability is mea- 
sured. However, an unreported downside is that the 
process by which scores on out-of-level testing are 
converted back into the scale of the in-level test 
reduces measurement precision. This report focuses 
on how out-of-level testing affects test score qual- 
ity. It emphasizes the links among test difficulty, 
individual ability, and measurement error and dis- 
cusses the neglected topic of measurement error 
that is introduced by the equating process used to 
translate the out-of-level test scores onto the in- 
level scale. The dramatic increase in the use of out- 
of-level testing that appears to be taking place 
across the United States is certainly not justified by 
the findings of this analysis, and the application of 
an approach developed in a norm-referenced con- 
text seems inappropriate in the current context of 
standards-based assessments.

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This paper discusses some of the ways to assess 
learner achievement in history. Standardized tests 
are used frequently by states to measure learner 
achievement. There are many weaknesses inherent 
in using standardized tests to measure student 
achievement in history, especially the fact that the 
test may not be valid for the local classroom since 
the test writers do not know what the students have 
actually studied. Some of the weakness of standard- 
ized tests are remedied by the use of criterion-refer- 
enced tests. The objectives for instruction have 
been developed and written, usually on the state 
level, and the criterion-referenced tests are aligned 
with these statements of intent. Adequate time must 
be given to develop the tests and the objectives. 
Portfolios are another possible approach to assess- 
ing student achievement in history. Portfolios give 
the student the opportunity to demonstrate personal 
achievement. Some examples are given of possible 
portfolio approaches. Performance objectives are 
recommended by many educators, and some exam- 
ples are provided of objectives appropriate for his- 
tory assessment.

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The general purpose of this study was to examine 
the efficiency of the Precision Efficacy Analysis for 
Regression (PEAR) method for choosing appropri- 
ate sample sizes in regression studies used for pre- 
cision. The PEAR method, which is based on the 
algebraic manipulation of an accepted cross-valid- 
ity formula, essentially uses an effect size to deter- 
mine the subject-to-variable ratio appropriate for 
the squared multiple correlation expected in a given 
study. An effort was made to determine how appro- 
priate the sample sizes calculated by the PEAR 
method are for use with stepwise regression. A 
Monte Carlo analysis of precision efficacy rates was 
performed, manipulating effect sizes, predictors, 
and multicollinearity conditions, and using Turbo 
Pascal procedures to generate sample data. The 
PEAR method recommended sample sizes that pro- 
vided reliable regression coefficients. Higher preci- 
sion efficacy levels provided more _ stable 
coefficients. The use of the PEAR method in step- 
wise regression analyses proved less conclusive. 
For orthogonal predictors, the PEAR method did 
not fail, but as multicolinearity increased, the 
results were less impressive. Results suggest that 
for less multicolinear data, precision efficacy levels 
do not drop dramatically for stepwise analysis. Four 
appendixes contain figures illustrating the discus- 
sion.

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The meaningful investigation of many problems 
in statistics can be solved through Monte Carlo 
methods. Monte Carlo studies can help solve prob- 
lems that are mathematically intractable through 
the analysis of random samples from populations 
whose characteristics are known to the researcher. 
Using Monte Carlo simulation, the values of a sta- 
tistic are observed in many samples drawn from that 
known population. The statistic’s sampling distribu- 
tion is then estimated by the relative frequency dis- 
tribution actually observed in the study.

This paper dis- 
cusses how one chooses a pseudo-random number 
generator, and then discusses how to use these gen- 
erators to simulate data from normal and multivari- 
ate normal distributions.

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Artistic endeavors can be planned for and used 
wisely in ongoing science lessons and units of 
study.

The development of 
portfolios has been an attempt to compensate for the 
weaknesses of standardized tests and state man- 
dated tests. Whatever the method chosen, the goals 
that students are to achieve need frequent assess- 
ment. To achieve these worthwhile goals, students 
need to have quality activities and experiences. It is 
also important to assess the organizational structure 
of the social studies curriculum, focusing on sepa- 
rate subjects, a correlated approach, fused proce- 
dures that link all the social science disciplines, and 
an integrated academic curriculum that uses prob- 
lem solving situations. (SLD) 
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Educators consider student mobility one of the 
most important variables associated with achieve- 
ment, but there is little agreement on how to mea- 
sure mobility. The purpose of this study was to 
examine the relationship between academic 
achievement and a variety of possible definitions of 
mobility using archival school attendance records. 
A second purpose was to examine the relative value 
of using mobility as a predictor of achievement in 
the context of other demographic predictors of 
achievement. In addition, the stability of these rela- 
tionships was assessed across several years of data. 
School-level archival data was obtained for all pub- 
lic elementary schools in Arizona, and the data 
from grades 3 through 8 were examined. Mobility 
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figures were calculated using school-level counts of 
entrances and withdrawals for 1997 and 1998. 
Eleven mobility formulas were examined, and more 
than half of these were shown to have better correla- 
tions with achievement than the formula implied by 
the definition adopted by the Arizona Department 
of Education. Several predictors of academic 
achievement were examined, including free and 
reduced lunch percentages, numbers of students of 
limited English proficiency, absence rate, and 
mobility. Regression results indicate that mobility 
does not add any predictive power above and 
beyond other demographic variables considered. 
The implications of these results are discussed.

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This study was conducted to investigate the 
equivalence of scores from paper-and-pencil (P&P) 
tests and computerized tests (CTs) through meta- 
analysis of primary studies using both kinds of 
tests. For this synthesis, 51 primary studies were 
selected, resulting in 226 effect sizes. The first syn- 
thesis was a typical meta-analysis that treated mul- 
tiple measures from the same subjects within 
studies as independent data. The second synthesis 
represented results using composite effect sizes.

The type of computerized test was the most 
important variable when evaluating the equivalence 
between CT and P&P tests. For computer adapted 
tests, mathematics, source, and possibly sampling 
age are significant variables, but for computer based 
tests, the analyses did not find a significant modera- 
tor.

There is a need to view both the 
epistemological and psychological aspects of con- 
ceptual change as simultaneously independent and 
reciprocal and as generated and developed while 
interacting with each other.

Students reported qualities associ- 
ated with Dimension 1 to a moderate or great 
degree, but reported moderate qualities associated 
with Dimension 5 only in the upper grades. Recom- 
mendations are made for evaluating the other 
dimensions and for examining the practices and 
qualities associated with Dimensions | and 5 with a 
larger sample. Three appendixes contain the sur- 
veys, the items used to measure the practices related 
to the dimensions, and graphs of survey responses.

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This study: (1) examined the role of state policies 

and programs in facilitating and encouraging the 

use of data in decision-making at the schoo! and 

district levels across the state of Wyoming; and (2) 

identifies ways in which the state can increase and 

improve the use of data-driven decision-making 

(DDDM) in districts and schools. The study meth- 

odology was a combination of a literature review 

and semistructured interviews with officials at the 
state and district levels. Three clear roles for states 
in DDDM emerge from the literature and the inter- 
views: (1) creating a policy structure to support and 

encourage DDDM,; (2) provision of data; and (3) 

building capacity to use data. Data must be placed 

in context to have meaning. One way to do this is to 
compare results with predetermined expectations 

such as standards, and is to compare a 

school or district with other similar schools or dis- 

tricts. The third source of context is to examine a 

school's or district's performance over time. Wyo- 

ming has an extensive policy structure for support- 
ing DDDM. The state assessment system provides 
data for schools to discuss, and the accreditation 
program and its required school improvement plans 
provide incentives for schools to examine data.

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This document brings together three research- 
based papers that served as the catalyst for discus- 
sions at the third Mid-Continent Research for Edu- 
cation and Learning diversity roundtable.

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A dialogue between two secondary school stu- 

dents engaged in solving a problem is the basis for 

the assertion that the students differ in their prob- 
lem solving capabilities; that is, they reduce the 
complexity of the situation in different ways. The 
discussion also suggests that students do not use the 
same form of competence. They make sense of the 
complex situation in different ways. It is also main- 
tained that existing theories are able to explain dif- 
ferent aspects of the problem solving process and 
competence. However, because no single theory 
encompasses all the aspects, a more comprehensive 
theory is proposed. This theory encompasses the 
notion that the person, through ideas, is able to con- 
sider and anticipate problem solving operations, 
thus displaying competence. More precisely, the 
person is in control through four processes: (1) effi- 
cacy, the degree to which the person experiences the 
feeling of control of the problem solving process 
itself; (2) achievement, the degree to which the per- 
son experiences that he or she is approaching the 
goal; (3) ruggedness, the degree of difficulty the 
person feels he or she has to overcome to solve the 
problem; and (4) availability, the degree to which 
the person feels that he or she has access to vital 
resources. With this frame of reference, an interpre- 
tation of the two students’ problem solving pro- 
cesses is carried out using Perspective Text 

Analysis (B. Bierschenk and I. Bierschenk, 1993), a 

technique for making visible the structural relations 

of texts. It is also suggested that it is possible to 
apply catastrophe theory to make a model of prob- 

lem-solving behavior. (Contains 8 figures and 29 

references.)

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The focus of this article is whether pure literature 

can contribute to education. As part of the study of 

modern literature in Swedish upper secondary 
school, novels about the future were examined, 
especially some that take a critical position toward 
modern civilization. In an experiment using the Per- 
spective Text Analysis approach of B. Bierschenk 
and I. Bierschenk (1993), a master text was chosen 
that had shown the theoretically rooted dimension- 
ality of “futurism” as a socially valid concept. Stu- 
dents (18 year olds) were given the task of writing 
about a novel using concepts from the master text, 
focusing on “public morality” for the analysis. The 
hypothesis tested was that a novel writer contrib- 
uted to the edification of the public only if he or she 
translates some structural dimension in an ongoing 
process of civilization. To this translation is 
attached the sense of public morality. The three 
novels studied were “Brave New World” by Aldous 

Huxley (1932), “En levande sjal” (“A Living Soul”) 

by P. C. Jersild (1980), and “The Handmaid's Tale” 

by Margaret Atwood (1985). The study found that 
when the students’ responses were matched against 
the master structure, only one of the three novels, 

Huxley's “Brave New World,” met the criterion of 

being educational with respect to futurism. It con- 

tributes to education by mediating an ideology 
behind a civilization process with a sense of moral- 
ity. (Contains 18 references.) (SLD) 
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The aim of this article is to draw a distinction 
between qualification and competence. Although 
academic institutions, organizations, companies, 
and schools are focusing on competence develop- 
ment as the natural answer to new technical and 
societal demands, no one has provided a satisfac- 
tory operational definition of “competence.” A dic- 
tionary search has shown that different areas of 
science and the humanities conceive of competence 
from an analytical point of view, but the Latin word 
on which the word is based comprises properties of 
intentionality, adding both dynamic and individual 
components to the concept. This became the start- 
ing point for a study in which a student's compe- 
tence was examined through Perspective Text 
Analysis (B. Bierschenk and I. Bierschenck, 1993), 
an entirely new method for making visible the 
structural relations of texts. In this study, a teacher 
of Swedish language and literature at the upper sec- 
ondary level made visible for himself a conceptual 
structure that served as a steering instrument for lit- 
erature study in class and also as the criteria for 
assessing and grading. He tested a student, who had 
not been able to qualify to pass the course, and was 
able to show that the student had produced a struc- 
ture similar to the one that served as a criterion. The 
study suggests that by this method it is possible to 
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identify students’ competence, which may be deep 
enough for scoring high on a test despite insuffi- 
cient qualifications. Competence is found to be 
beyond qualifications, and a grading system that 
aims at taking into account every single person's 
ability, would profit from this new approach. (Con- 
tains 2 figures and 23 references.)

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This report presents basic theoretical and meth- 

odological assumptions for investigating the rela- 
tionship between competence and qualifications by 
means of simulation tasks. An analysis of the types 
of tasks that have been used in the study of problem 
solving psychology serves as a background for an 
exposition of the relationship between competence 
and qualifications. The vehicle for investigating 
competence and qualifications is the INTOPIA 
computer program, which simulates a virtual inter- 
national reality of global enterprises from construc- 
tion of plants to the sale and financing of products. 
Findings are reported from a pilot experiment 
involving two teams of two adults each, the aim of 
which was to examine the feasibility of using the 
program in research. Findings indicate that the 
number of sessions needs to be reduced from the 
amount used in the teaching situation for which it 
was developed originally. The issues for investiga- 
tion in a forthcoming experiment and the tool to be 
used for modeling the behavior of subjects are out- 
lined.

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As part of a project to learn more about the tech- 

nical assistance process of helping high needs 

schools to develop the organizational capacity to 
support effective school performance, this study 
examined changes after two years of technical 
assistance delivery in a high needs school district. 

The district was in a rural area with one elementary 

school, one middle school, and one high school. 

Three instruments were selected to measure the 

construct of organizational capacity, and these sur- 

veys were administered to district faculty members 
in the 1996-1997 school year (pretest). The instru- 
ments included a measure of school participant 
empowerment, school professional community, and 
perceived organizational effectiveness. This paper 
summarizes findings from the posttest in 1999 in 
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which the same 3 instruments were administered to 
80 teachers to measure changes. The high school 
teachers’ improved scores in decision making, self- 
efficacy, status, and impact suggest that improved 
conditions and practices at the high school resulted 
in a heightened sense of empowerment. Other dif- 
ferences among teachers at the three levels are dis- 
cussed. As a whole, the district appears to have 
expanded its organizational capacity in teacher 
empowerment but made minimal progress in creat- 
ing sustainable professional learning and increasing 
organizational effectiveness. Recommendations are 
made to improve these two areas of practice. (Con- 
tains 3 figures and 12 references.)

Teachers need to align learning opportunities 
with state-mandated objectives. This process 
should begin with assessing the curriculum, possi- 
bly through the use of a 10-point scale by teachers, 
administrators, support personnel, and parents. To 
implement the needed learning opportunities, tenets 
from educational psychology should be used in 
teaching and learning situations. To determine 
whether or not a teacher is implementing principles 
of educational psychology, a Likert scale may be 
devised to assess the quality of instruction. There 
are also many procedures available to assess student 
achievement, ranging from standardized tests to 
portfolios. (SLD) 
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Journal writing gives students opportunities to 
practice writing in a way relevant to their experi- 
ences and not merely as an exercise in writing for 
writing’s sake. There are many opportunities for a 
student to write about subject matter learned from 
ongoing lessons, as examples from the journal of a 
sixth grader illustrate. Listening to current events 
on the radio or watching them on television pro- 
vides excellent subject matter for writing journal 
entries. Dramatizing social studies learning assists 
students to breathe life into the curriculum, and this 
can be accomplished through journal entries. 
Entries can complement other projects, as the 
example of a journal written to accompany a stu- 
dent's map illustrates. Journals help students feel a 
sense of ownership in their writing, and they allow 
them to choose an intrapersonal or interpersonal 
manner as they express themselves. Self-evaluation 
of the journal provides another learning opportu- 
nity.

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Many different ingredients are inherent in a qual- 
ity program of reading instruction. These include 
word attack skills training and improving compre- 
hension. One important facet of comprehension 
pertains to elements in the literary selection read by 
students. These elements include characterization, 
the story's setting, the theme of the story, and the 
plot. Journal writing is very useful in the literature 
curriculum. Each student may write entries related 
to what has been learned about characterization, 
setting, theme, or plot. Students need to be engaged 
actively in the literature curriculum, and the teacher 
has the responsibility to select activities and experi- 
ences that are of interest to the learner.

fourth graders, who had experienced small classes 
during grades K-3, did not differ significantly in 
their classroom engagement behavior from their 
peers who had experienced full-size classes. How- 
ever, fourth graders from small classes did engage 
in more positive classroom behaviors than their 
peers who experienced full-size classes with 
teacher aides during K-3. By grade 8, no differences 
in student engagement were found regardless of stu- 
dents’ participation in small classes, full-size 
classes, or full-size classes with teacher aides. Rea- 
sons for these nonsignificant results are explored.

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The purpose of this study was to examine the 
multivariate relationship of the Test of English as a 
Foreign Language (TOEFL) and the First Certifi- 
cate of English (FCE), administered by the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge Local Examinations Syndicate, 
and to determine whether students’ total score on 
the TOEFL or their overall score on the FCE tends 
to be a better predictor of their success at the Uni- 
versity of Bahrain as measured by overall grade 
point average (GPA).

Some ways to make assess- 
ment of ELLs more fair are discussed. Until there is 
a better testing system, parents, teachers, and 
school and state administrators need to be more cre- 
ative in assembling resources to give ELLs the 
opportunity to achieve greater success on the SAT 
9. Sample lesson plans and some assessments for 
elementary school students are attached. (Contains

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The main objective of this evaluation was to com- 
pare the achievement of the Ten Schools Program 
(TSP) students with the achievement of students in 
comparable schools. Since the original 10 schools 
selected for the TSP evaluation in 1988 were no 
longer a proper comparison group, evaluators 
selected a new set of 12 comparison schools. The 
mission of the TSP is to provide an instructional 
program and an organizational design that is lan- 
guage instruction intensive to reverse the pattern of 
poor academic achievement of African American 
and other students in schools with predominantly 
minority populations. Analyses using 1997-1998 
and 1998-1999 data support the sampling decision 
that the TSP schools and newly selected compari- 
son schools serve the same population. Analyses 
indicate that TSP students outperformed compari- 
son students in reading, mathematics, and language 
at a p<0.001 level of significance. The effect size 
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for the TSP program exceeds the corresponding 
comparison schools’ effect size in all three areas, 
especially in mathematics and language. After 
adjusting for pre-existing differences between TSP 
schools and comparison schools, there are still sta- 
tistically significant differences in each subject area 
tested.

did not seem to work with small sample sizes. Until 

more appropriate ways of handling the sparse data 

with BILOG are devised, the BILOG/Prior method 
may not be a reasonable choice. Because Stocking's 

Method A has the largest weighted total error, as 

well as a theoretical weakness (i.e., treating esti- 

mated ability as true ability), there appears to be lit- 
tle reason to use it. The MEM method should be 
preferred to the OEM method unless amount of time 
involved in iterative computation is a great concern. 

Otherwise, the OEM method and the MEM method 

are mathematically similar, and the OEM method

Factor analysis is a 
valuable research tool that can reduce the object of 
interest to more manageable and parsimonious 
terms.

Canonical correlation analysis is the most gen- 

eral linear model subsuming all other univariate and 

multivariate cases (N. Kerlinger & E. Pedhazur, 

1973; B. Thompson, 1985, 1991). Because “reality” 

is a complex place, a multivariate analysis such as 

canonical correlation analysis is demanded to 

match the research design. The purpose of this 

paper is to increase the awareness and use of canon- 

ical correlation analysis and specifically to demon- 
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strate the value of the related procedure of 
commonality analysis. Commonality analysis pro- 
vides the researcher with information regarding the 
variance explained by each of the measured vari- 
ables and the common contribution from one or 
more of the other variables in a canonical analysis.

This paper discusses the rationale behind and 
uses of high stakes testing. Much of the support for 
high stakes testing comes from a desire to boost stu- 
dent achievement by increasing student and teacher 
motivation to do well. There are many disadvan- 
tages to high stakes testing, including inappropriate 
use of the test, inadequate test development, and the 
adverse effects of pressure to perform on students. 
High stakes tests may not measure what students 
really need to know or what they are really learning. 
In many states, schools have not aligned their cur- 
ricula with the high stakes state-mandated test, and 
many tests have not been developed to take aspects 
of the curriculum into account. Students should be 
evaluated through multiple means, which could 
include the use of portfolios.

Teaching young men to be responsible 
fathers involves teaching them to delay parenthood 
until they reach adulthood, are old enough to marry, 
and have the education and skills to support their 
children financially. It also means teaching all 
fathers, regardless of age, education, or income 
level, how to relate to their children in healthy and 
positive ways.

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This report examines the recent drop in violent 

crime in the United States, discussing how much of 
the decrease seen between 1995-99 is attributable to 
juveniles (under age 18 years) and older youth (18- 
24 years). Analysis of current FBI arrest data indi- 
cates that not only did America’s violent crime drop 
continue through 1999, but falling youth crime 
accounted for most of the overall decline. In 1999, 
law enforcement agencies made approximately 14 
million arrests, 17 percent of which involved juve- 
niles under age 18 years and 28 percent of which 
involved youth between age 18-24 years. This was 9 
percent lower than in 1995. In 1999, juveniles 
accounted for 16 percent of all arrests for violent 
crimes, down from 19 percent in 1995. However, in 
1999, juveniles accounted for a substantially larger 
proportion of arrests for weapon offenses than they 
ever did prior to 1990. Juveniles accounted for a 
decline of 29 percent in violent crime arrests 
between 1995-99. Juveniles and older youth 
accounted for 38 percent of the increase in violent 
crime arrests between 1985-95, but they accounted 
for 51 percent of the subsequent drop in violent 
crime between 1995-99. (SM) 
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This book provides new estimates of the private 

costs and public effects of childhood disabilities 

among welfare recipients. Based on over 2,000 

interviews conducted between 1992-96 with house- 

hold heads in 3 California counties, the estimates 
cover direct expenditures by families and indirect 
costs from employment reductions. The study finds 
that poor parents with disabled children often face 
tradeoffs between meeting the special needs of their 
children or meeting the basic needs of their fami- 
lies, and between working or caring for their chil- 
dren. After examining participation rates in public 
assistance programs, the book estimates the likeli- 
hood that families with disabled children will exit 
these programs to independence. Concluding that 
public assistance may be an essential part of an 
income-packaging strategy for these families, the 
book maintains that government can move these 
families toward independence by providing 
employment-related support services and by adopt- 
ing welfare eligibility rules that permit families to 
package earnings with continued SSI, welfare, 

Food Stamp, and health insurance assistance. The

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This digest highlights major research findings 

about social promotion, retention, and programs 

that identify and assist students at risk of retention. 

Research findings indicate that, overall, neither 

social promotion nor retention offers lasting advan- 

tage nor leads to high performance. Some evidence 
supports, and little evidence disputes, the indict- 
ment of social promotion. Retention is common; 
census data suggest that as many as thirty percent of 
all students have been retained at least once by the 
time they reach high school. By high school, the 
retention rates are ten percentage points higher for 
boys than for girls and fifteen points higher for Afri- 
can Americans and Hispanics than for Whites. 
Research suggests that retention can help some- 
times, but early retention is harmful. Overall, reten- 
tion is risky, and it is clear that it is not cost 
effective. A recent policy instituted in Chicago 
schools bars social promotion but creates mecha- 
nisms, such as after-school programs and manda- 
tory summer instruction, to assist students at risk 
for retention. Early research on the consequences of 
this policy indicates that most students made 
impressive standardized test score gains, with the 
largest gains made by students with the lowest prior 
scores. Students who were retained were not helped 
by the second pass through the grade they failed. 

Implications for policy are discussed. Chief among 

these are the suggestions that promotion gateways 

should not be introduced in the early grades, and 
that sound educational decisions require multiple 
assessments.

This study estimates the relationship between 
parental welfare receipt and children’s adulthood 
educational attainment. Data come from the Panel 
Study of Income Dynamics (PSID). The PSID is a 
longitudinal study of a nationally representative 
sample of U.S. families conducted by the Survey 
Research Center of the University of Michigan. 
Cross-sectional regression results confirm findings 
from previous studies that greater parental welfare 
receipt is significantly associated with children's 
poorer educational attainment. Fixed-effect regres- 
sions indicate that the relationship between parental 
welfare receipt and children's educational outcomes 
becomes weaker after controlling for unobserved 
family characteristics, but they do not eliminate the 
negative relationship. The relationship between 
parental welfare receipt and children's educational 
attainment is not uniform across childhood stages. 
Additional analyses suggest that parental welfare 
receipt is not negatively related to educational 
attainment if combined with at least quarter-time 
work by the mother. (Contains 9 tables and 83 refer- 
ences.)

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Participants in violent encounters often come 
from the same age, gender, class, and race group- 
ings. To explore the relationship between racial 
stratification and violent delinquency, this paper 
opens with a critical examination of previous 
research and then presents a conceptual frame that 
is more specific with regard to these factors. Then, 
data from the National Longitudinal Study of Ado- 
lescent Health (Add Health) are analyzed to high- 
light the interactional complexity of the 
relationship between stratification and violence. 
Add Health data are presented for 134 schools and 
9,731 students. The results from robust regression 
analysis show violence to be the product of a com- 
plex process by which social-environment factors 
combine to influence individual behavior in race- 
and gender-specific ways. The relationship between 
economically depressed areas and violent behavior 
is found to be mediated through available family, 
social, and economic resources. These findings 
raise questions about the theoretical underpinnings 
of research in this area, and encourage thinking 
about the linkages between race and violence.

To assess the status of hunger and homelessness 
in U.S. cities during the year 2000, the U.S. Confer- 
ence of Mayors surveyed 25 major cities whose 
mayors were members of its Task Force on Hunger 
and Homelessness. The survey sought information 
and estimates from each city on emergency food 
supplies and services, the causes of hunger and 
homelessness, exemplary programs to address these 
problems, the availability of affordable housing, 
and the outlook for the future. Officials in the sur- 
veyed cities estimate that during the past year 
requests for emergency food assistance increased 
by an average of 17%, with 83% of the cities regis- 
tering an increase. Sixty-two percent of the people 
requesting emergency food assistance were mem- 
bers of families. Low-paying jobs led the list of 
identified causes of hunger. Requests for emer- 
gency shelter also increased in 76% of the survey 
cities. Lack of affordable housing led the list of 
causes of homelessness identified by city officials. 
Requests for assisted housing increased in 68% of 
the cities during the year, but applicants had to wait 
an average of 16 months for public housing. Offi- 
cials in 71% of the responding cities expected 
requests for emergency food assistance to increase, 
and in 72% of the cities, officials expected requests 
for emergency housing to increase. City officials 
continued to have mixed views with respect to the 
effect the current strong economy is having on 
problems of hunger and homelessness. Many 
believe that the strong economy will lead to 
improved conditions, but others say that the strong 
economy has made things worse by increasing 
housing costs. Appendixes contain charts of hunger 
and homelessness and population survey data, the 
survey questionnaire, and a list of the survey ciiies 
and their mayors. (SLD) 
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This research uses the National Education Longi- 
tudinal Study of 1988 (NELS) to examine student 
misbehavior in the context of individual, familial, 
and institutional influences. The NELS is the third 
longitudinal study of students and schools con- 
ducted by the National Center for Education Statis- 
tics, and the NELS surveys encompass not only 
students but also their parents, teachers, and school 
administrators. The purpose of the paper is to add to 
the experiential base of students using data col- 
lected by NELS. Latent factor structures of student 
misbehavior as well as variables that aid in the 
explanation of student misbehavior were derived 
through common factor analysis of selected NELS 
items. Factor structures were tested for internal 
consistency and generalizability by gender, race, 
and socioeconomic status. A series of exploratory 
univariate and multivariate logistic regression mod- 
els were used to determine risk factors for and pro- 
tective factors against behavior problems. The 
NELS project provides a wealth of information with 
which to study student misbehavior, but it dees pose 
certain limitations, including those of missing data, 
survey revisions, and survey breadth over depth. It 
was hypothesized that misbehavior would be dis- 
tinct from substance abuse in high school, though 
strongly correlated, but scaling procedures yielded 
a misbehavior variable heavily defined by substance 
abuse. Misbehavior was inseparable from substance 
abuse, but substance abuse was not dependent on 
misbehavior for viability. One explanation for this 
finding may lie in the survey itself since misbehav- 
ior items were sparse and could have been explored 
more thoroughly. It was hypothesized that six vari- 
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ables would explain adolescent behavior, but only 
four reliable constructs were realized: student self- 
reported self-concept, peer influence, parent 
involvement, and administrator-reported school cli- 
mate. It is hoped that this research can be used to 
design appropriate treatment and prevention pro- 
grams for adolescents and to draw attention to the 
penetrating influence of a child's friends on his or 
her behavior. It can also show the wealth of data 
collected and the usefulness of NELS data. (Con- 
tains | table and 10 references.)

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There is an urgent need not only to attract more 
people into the teaching profession but also to build 
a more diverse, highly qualified, and culturally sen- 
sitive teaching force that can meet the needs of a 
rapidly changing school-age population.

This study compared the performance of English 
language learners and native speakers of English on 
mathematics word problems from the National 
Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) tests 
and investigated whether modifying the linguistic 
structures in the test items affected student test per- 
formance. The study began with the analysis of 
existing NAEP data. These analyses strongly sug- 
gested that students’ language background impacts 
their performance. Two separate field studies were 
then conducted. For the first, a study of student per- 
ceptions, 36 eighth graders from the greater Los 
Angeles area were interviewed. These students 
were administered the original mathematics items 
and parallel revised items (with simplified lan- 
guage) in a structured interview format to investi- 
gate their perceptions and preferences. In the 
second field study, the Accuracy Test Study, 1,174 
eighth graders took paper-and-pencil mathematics 
tests with 10 original NAEP items, 10 items with 
linguistic modifications, and 5 noncomplex control 
items.

The percentage of Latino high school 
seniors planning to attend four-year colleges dou- 
bled from 1972-92. High school completion rates 
for Latinos are significantly lower, and dropout 
rates are higher, than for whites or African Ameri- 
cans.

They have 
doubled their undergraduate degree attainment 
since 1976 and also have increased their graduate 
education enrollment.

Submitting Documents to ERIC 


What Kinds of Documents to Send ERIC 


ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine virtually any 
document dealing with education or its aspects. The ERIC audience is so 
broad (encompassing teachers, administrators, supervisors, librarians, 
researchers, media specialists, counselors, and every other type of 
educator, as well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide 
variety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples of the 
kinds of education-related materials collected are the following:

ERIC also accepts non-print materials (such as films, audiotapes, 
videotapes, CD-ROMs, databases, etc.), referring users to the original 
publishers/distributors for availability. | However, if such material 
accompanies a printed text, ERIC may process the printed text, as well 
as referring the user to the publisher for the accompanying non-print 
components. 


A document does not have to be formally published to be entered into 
the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the unpublished or "fugitive" 
material not usually available through conventional library channels. 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


¢ QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts against the 
following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to knowledge, significance, 
relevance, newness, innovativeness, effectiveness of presentation, 
thoroughness of reporting, relation to current priorities, timeliness, 
authority of source, intended audience, and comprehensiveness. 


e LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be composed, typewritten, xeroxed, or otherwise 
duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. Letters should be 
clearly formed and with sufficient contrast to the paper background to 
permit filming. Colored inks and colored papers can create serious 
reproduction problems. Standard 8" x 11" size pages are preferred. 


Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into the system 
and eventual filming, the other for retention and possible use by the 
appropriate Clearinghouse while processing is going on. However, single 
copies are acceptable. 


e REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal signed 
Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not ERIC may 
reproduce the document. A copy of the release form appears as a 
separate page in each issue of ERIC's abstract journal "Resources in 
Education" (RIE) and is also available via the ERIC Facility’s web site: 
http:/www.ericfacility.org. Additional release forms may be copied as 
needed or can be obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC 
Clearinghouse. Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only if they are 
noteworthy education documents available from a clearly identified 
source, and only if this information accompanies the document in some 
form. 





Items that are accepted, and for which permission to reproduce has 
been granted, will be made available by the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS). 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the following ways: 


e ANNOUNCEMENT 

Documents accepted by ERIC are announced monthly to all 
organizations receiving the abstract journal Resources in Education 
(RIE). 


e PUBLICITY 

Organizations that wish to sell their own documents in original copies 
can have this availability (together with address and price information) 
announced to users in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After 
the document is soid out at the original source, it is then still available 
through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has been granted to ERIC. 
(Original copy prices, while the supply lasts, are generally less, and are 
therefore more attractive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication 
prices). 


e DISSEMINATION 

Documents accepted by ERIC are reproduced on microfiche and 
distributed (at no cost to the contributor) to the nearly 1,000 current 
subscribers to the ERIC microfiche collection. 


e RETRIEVABILITY 

The bibliographic descriptions developed by ERIC are retrievable by 
the thousands of subscribers to the online database retrieval services 
(offered by commercial vendors such as DIALOG, OVID, and OCLC). In 
addition, there are thousands of locations offering computer searches of 
ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) systems (offered by 
DIALOG, SilverPlatter, EBSCO, and ERIC), local computer-based 
systems, or Internet sites offering free access to ERIC 


e ALWAYS "IN PRINT" 

The presence of a master microfiche at EDRS, from which copies can 
be made on an on-demand basis, means that ERIC documents are 
constantly available and never go “out of print." Persons requesting 
copies from an original source can always be referred to ERIC. This 
archival function relieves the source of a distribution burden and solves 
the availability problem when the source's supply has been exhausted. 


In addition, submission of a document to ERIC reduces the overall 
likelihood of overlap, redundancy, and duplication of effort among users. 
It increases the probability that the results reported in the document will 
be available indefinitely and used in subsequent efforts. 


To encourage submission of documents to the system, ERIC offers to 
send contributors notice of document disposition, giving the ED 
identification number (for ordering purposes) of those documents 
selected for RIE. Additionally, ERIC will send a complimentary microfiche 
to each contributor when the document is announced in RIE. 


There are no fees to pay in submitting documents to ERIC, nor does 
ERIC pay any royalties for materials it accepts. Other than a statement 
concerning permission to reproduce, there are no forms to complete.

ERIC Bibliographic Database in Electronic Form 





The Educational Resources Information 
Center (ERIC) has been responsible, since 
its inception, for creating a bibliographic 
database covering the significant literature 
in the field of education. The document and 
book literature (announced monthly in 
Resources in Education (RIE)) has been 
covered since 1966. The journal article 
literature (announced monthly in Current 
Index to Journals in Education (CIJE)) has 
been covered since 1969. The database 
through 1999 contains 951,770 records 
(1.085 gigabytes) and has a growth rate of 
over 30,000 records (about 35 megabytes) 
annually. 


The ERIC database is available in electronic 
form to organizations for a wide variety of 
applications, including to vendors or others 
offering value-added online services or CD- 
ROM products. 


Under authorization from the US. 
Department of Education, the ERIC 
database is provided in electronic form by 
the ERIC Processing and Reference Facility. 
The entire backfile (1966 to present) is 
available, as well as regular updates on a 
monthly or quarterly basis, to keep the 
database current. These data are offered at 
unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 


The basic RIE and CIE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged. The individual 
variable length records include the complete 
ERIC “resume” (cataloging, indexing, and 
abstract or annotation) of each document or 
journal article announced. 


In addition to the basic bibliographic files, 
several peripheral files are also available: 


(1) Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors (a 
controlled subject indexing vocabulary 
consisting of formally approved 
Descriptors); 


Identifier Authority List (IAL) (a 
semi-controlled list of additional subject 
content Identifiers, €.g., proper names, 
candidate Descriptors, etc.); 


Source Directory (an authority list of 
names of organizations that have 
prepared or sponsored documents 
processed by ERIC); 


ERIC Digests in Full Text (EDO). 
ERIC Digests are brief 2-3 page (about 
1500 word) documents on “hot topics”. 
The EDO file contains the full text of 
these documents appended to the 
regular ERIC bibliographic records for 
each item. 


The ERIC database files (RIE and CIJE) may 
be purchased individually or together. 


Backfile orders, because of the large amount 
of data involved, are sent to the purchaser 
on either reel magnetic tape or DAT 
magnetic tape, as the purchaser prefers. 
The preferred mode of distribution for the 
monthly or quarterly updates is by FTP 
electronic transmission, directly to the 
subscriber’s computer.
